30-year veteran assumes duties August 1 



Gregory B. Cade, fire chief in the 
Hampton Division of Fire and Rescue 
since 1992, has been named Virginia 
Beach's new fire chief. He will assume 
his new position Aug. 1. 

Cade succeeds Harry E. Diezel, who 
retired as Virginia Beach fire chief last 
fall. In the interim. Deputy Chief James 
W. Carter has been acting fire chief. 

Cade has devoted his entire career to 
fire service, beginning 30 years ago as a 
volunteer fire fighter in the Prince 
George's County (Md.) Fire Dqiaitment 
(PGFD). In 1971, he became a 
professional fire fighter there, and he 
served in a variety of positions in PGFD 
during the 1970s through the eariy 
1990s, working his way up through the 
ranks. He was bureau chief, Bureau of 
Administrative Services, from 1988 to 
1991; and he was bureau chief. Bureau of 



Fire Suppression, from 1991 to 1992. 

As fire chief in Hampton since 1992, 
Cade has supervised both fu^e and rescue 
departments, including career and 
volunteer units in each department. In 
Virginia Beach, the fire department is 
staffed by 388 full- and part-time 
professionals and 125 volunteers. 

City Manager James K. Spore noted 
that Cade's tenure in Hampton was 
distinguished by a number of innovative 
programs. 

"In his most recent position. Cade 
instituted progressive neighborhood-based 
initiatives in fire suppression, fue 
prevention, basic and advanced life 
support, hazard mitigation and code 
enforcement," Spore said. 

"His organization is very customer- 
focused, and his management team is 
heavily involved in changing the 



department's service delivwy to meet the 
changing needs of the citizens and the 
community. We're confident that he cm 
transfer that level of dedication and his 
outstanding commitment to the safety 
and well-being of the community to tlw 
city of Virginia beach." 

Cade received an associate's degree in 
fire science from Prince Geoige's 
Community College in 1979 and earned 
a bachelor's degree with honors in fire 
administration at the University of 
Maryland/College I^rk in 1994. 

He is immediate past president of the 
Southeastern Division, International 
Association of Fire Chiefs and is vice 
president of the National Society of 
Executive Fire Officers. Among 
numerous other activities, he was chair 
of Hampton's United Way Campaign in 
1994 and 1995.

HEAT WAVE '98 



Cool it 



"We're having a heat wave" isn't Just a line 
sung by a breathless Marilyn Monroe — It's 
reality for Hampton Roads residents settling 
Into summer *98. 

With temperatures soaring into the 90s and 
only made worse by the heat index and 
humidity, "cooling down" calls for a common 
sense approach to the the weather. 

Virginia Power, which registered peak 
power usages last week, offered these hot 
weather tips for playing it safe in the 
summer: 

■ Stay indoors as much as possible. If you 
don't have accessible, air-conditioned, well- 
ventilated areas, seek out public areas that 
are kept cool during the hottest times of the 
day. 

■ Avoid strenuous activity, particularly In 
the middle of the day. Cut back on exercise 
and yard work. 

■ Avoid cooking during the hotter times of 
the day. Bake or cook in the early morning 
hours or with a microwave to avoid heating up 
the kitchen. 

■ Eat light. Salads and fruits are not only 
cool, they help replenish fluids and don't 
increase the body's metabolic rate as much as 
meats and other heavy foods. 

■ Close drapes during the hottest times of 
the day to block heat and save energy. 

■ Use celling fans and portable floor fans to 
move the air around in your home. If you 
don't have air conditioning, fans are essential 
to keep you cool. 

■ Make sure your attic vents are clear and 
that your attics fans and thermostats are 
functioning properly. 

■ If using a window air conditioner, make 
sure it is sized correctly. One that is too small 
will run constantly, but not cool the room. 

■ Turn off any unnecessary incandescent 
lights during the hot weather. They only add 
to the heat in your room.

Turning back the tide of youth violence

These senseless acts of violence 
are becomingmore common through- 
out all of Virginia — from AbingdcMi 
to Alexandria to Accomuk, in rural 
counties, middle-class suburbs and 
large cities. No neighborhood, no 
community, is immune from this 
growing epidemic of juvenile crime. 
A recent school shooting in Rich- 
mond, which wounded two faculty 
members and struck tenor in the 
hearts of young students, was a wake- 
up call to all Virginians. The violence 
we had assumed lingered only in graf- 
fiti-soaked, dimly-lit urban alleys has 
moved into classrooms filled with 
children. 

What we now see on the evening 
news — indeed, even on the local 
news — reveals that our fears are 
well-founded. Society, which for too 



long has glorified violence and 
pawned it as reality to our sons and 
daughters, is reiq)ing a whirlwind of 
destruction that threatens the vety 
fabric of our culture. The next gen- 
eration is growing up without being 
taught the simple dignity and worth 
of human life. Unless we act swiftly 
and decisively, we will squander the 
lib^es we have inherited — and 
doom our children to a future life

with fear, anxiety and lawlessness. 

Turning back this rising tide of 
youth violence will be a daunting 
chaUenge. The 1997 Study of Youth 
Gangs in Virginiareported that gangs 
are becoming younger, more violent 
and expanding their reach ftom inner 
cities into suburbs. From 1 994- 1 997, 
the number of reported gangs in Vir- 
ginia rose 160 percent. 

But placing all of the blame on 
gangs alone does not truly reflect the 
depth or complexity of the problem. 
Youth violence is not always linked 
to gangs or drugs. A 16-year-old boy 
in Hampton Roads recently shot a 
member of an opposing basketball 
team because of a game dispute. An 
11 -year-old boy stabbed a 71 -year- 
old mentally retarded woman to death 
in her own home. These tragedies, all 
too common, defy easy explanations 
or solutions. 

There is hope, however. Citizens 
around Virginia are deeply concerned, 



and they are willing to do whatever is 
necessary to take back their neigh- 
borhoods and communities. 

Gov. Gilmore has announced his 
"New Partnership" initiative to help 
local governments in their fight 
against crime. I am pleased Gov. 
Gilmore has asked me to help chair 
that partnership. 

I also am pleased with the good 
woik my Task Force on Gangs and 
Youth Violence is doing. I announced 
the Task Force last April, and they 
are developing an aggressive plan of 
action for getting at the root causes of 
youth violence. 

The Task Fore6 consists of Viigin- 
ians who deal with this problem ev- 
ery day — parents, law enforcement 
professionals, school officials, busi- 
ness and community leaders and 
clergy. With representatives from 
around the state, our Task Force has 
a depth of experience that will serve 
us well. 

We recognize that we must not 
only fight existing gangs, but take 
proactivemeasurestodiscouragekids 
from joining them at all. We must 
teach our children the dignity and 
value of human life, and that respect 
and self-worth are not earned through 
violence or intimidation. 

Our Task Force is holding several 
summits around the Commonwealth 
to listen and team from Virginians. I 
strongly encourage you to attend. 
Citizens may also contact me with 
their suggestions and comments by 
writing to ray office or by visiting my 
web site at www.state.va.us/~oag/ 
main.hun. 

This statewide dialogue marks a 
tumingpoint in the fightagainst gangs 
and youth crime. Working together, 
we can revitalize a culture which 
values each individual and has no 
uAenncA for violence, intimidation 
or fear — and save the next genera- 
tion of Virginians from squandering 
their lives, opportunities and dreams .

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City fares well 
in dual General 
Assembly sessions

Editor's note: This is the first of a 
two-part series. 

The 1998 sessions of the General 
Assembly are now over. This was a 
voy unusual 
year in that 
the regular 
session of the 
General As- 
sembly ran 
three days 
over sched- 
ute and was 
followed six 
weeks later 
by a special 
session of the 
General As- 
sembly that 
lasted three 
days. 

During the 
regular ses- 
sion of the 
General As- 
sembly, the 
City'sLegisla- 
tive Package was almost 100 percent 
successful in having the issues ad- 
dressed. Also, of the legislative op- 
portunities that came up during the 
session we were very successful at 
having the majority of those that ben- 
efited the city passed and those that 
were not so beneficial defeated. 

Of the issues in our Legislative 
Package, the following actions took 
place. 

■ Hie use of photo enforcement of 
red lights, which was to expire in 
2000, was extended ((x another five 
years. The police dq>artment is lodc- 
ing very vigorously into wheth^ to 
initiate a photo enforcement project 
in the ciQr. The equipment necessary 
for each intersection is a|q»oximately 
$100,000. 

Hiere is also some consi&ration 
about how the tickets are collected. 
Hiis legislation would have tickets 
automatically sent to persons who 
violate red lights and are "caught" on 
camera. The tickets are sent to the 
registered own»- of the car who can 
conte^ the ticket by merely sending 
back a statement that he or she was 
not operating the car on that date: 

■ The city requested that sanctions 
for violaiion of die Oiesifieake Bay 
Pr ewM V i y u i C WImwca beifiaiaaxl 
to be comparable to those for viola- 
tkm of the Wetlands OrdinancecM' the 
Coastal Primary Sand Dune Act The 
Delegation, through the effwts of 
Senator StoUe and Delegate 
McDonnell, was successful in hav- 
ing that legislation passed. 

■ We had a number of personal 
waiercTaft bills that were patroned by 
Deleptes Tata and Purkey. The ma- 
jori^ of these passed including re- 
quiring that one must be 16tooperate 
a jet ski; prohibiting jet skis from 
Seashore State Park; requiring mini- 
mum liability insurance for operators 
of jet ski rental (q)erations; deflning a 



no wake zone; (tefining reckless op- 
eration of a jet ^i; redefming speed 
and distance a jet ski must be opi- 
ated from structures and perscms in 
the water; requiring a letter 'R' to be 
placed on rental jet skis; and T&\utt- 
ing instruction for jet ski rental. 

Also legislation passed that would 
inc(»porate driving under the influ- 
ence convictions while boating into 
the DMV records so that judges can 
see if patterns while operating motor 
vehicles and boats are evident Also 
passed was a bill that would require 
persons who rent jet skis to complete 
a safe boating course. 

■ The three property tax exemp- 
tions that we requests! Ux Beth Sha- 
lom, Samaritan House and Our Lady 
of Perpetual Care all passed. 

■ We were also exceptionally suc- 
cessful through the work of our Del- 
eption and having budget issues and 
amendments ackb^ssed to the satis- 
faction of thecity. These included the 
400 percent increase in funding for 
the Virginia Marine Science Museum 
over the next two years. Gov. Jim 
Gilmore had recommended $200,000 
over the next two years. 

The deleption, through Sen. Ken 
Slolle and Del. Croshaw's effort pri- 
marily , had that raised to $500,000 of 
each of these years. We also had 
money ($325,000) put into the state 
budget of $325,000 to pay for a por- 
tion of the cost of a study of Rudee 
Inlet and perhaps most importantly 
funding for the Tidewater Commu- 
nity College and Virginia Beach 
School System Technical Center of 
$10 million stayed in the budget that 
was adopted by the General Assem- 
bly. 

■ The General Assembly also 
acted, after studying for more than 
two years, the bill that would allow us 
to charge for our use of city owned 
right-of-ways. Many of the telecom- 
munications companies had insisted 
that they be able to use publicly paid 
for right-of-ways free of cost. 

We were able through, quite a bit 
of work with the General Assembly, 
to have legislation passed that would 
allow us to charge for the use of those 
right-of-ways. Although wc had re- 
quested that the fee be placed on the 
telecommunications provider di- 
rectly, the Goieral Asembly, in it's 
Avisdom, said that we could adopt an 
ordinance on each use of telecommu- 
nications services to pay for the tele- 
communication company'suseof city 
owned right-of-ways. 

This fet of 50 caits per line per 
month will provide about $1.3 mil- 
lion to the city a year. City Council 
has yet to act on adopting an ordi- 
nance to institute the fee, and it will 
be Oct 1 at the earliest before the fee 
can be instituted.

Michmi Armaiis: 'On his QuarcC

This country's citizen soldiers are the last 
line of defense on American soil, have 
served overseas in time of war and are often 
flrst on the scene whether flood, fire or other 
disaster. 

They are the National Guard, and it is Sgt. 
1st Class Michael Armatis' job to keep the 
Virginia ranks full. 

A Navy veteran whose nine-year stint 
included service as a submarine missile 
technician, Armatis is more comfortable 
these days on dry land. He's a full-time. 
Virginia Beach-based recruiter for the 
Virginia Army National Guard. 

Armatis doesn't merely promote the 
Guard, which has served Virginia since 
1607. He has experienced it first-hand as an 
intelligence analyst and, later, as a truck 
driver for the transportation unit He became 
a recruiter last October. 

"I like the Army National Guard overall, 
because if I hadn't, I wouldn't have stayed," 
said Armatis, who has 22 years of service to 
the country. 

Now it's his job to get others just as 
excited about it 

"We're affiliated with the United States 
Army, sort of like a subdivision, and train 
the same way they do. We send our people 
to Army basic training then advanced 
individual training, which is basically job 
skill training. If you want to be an 
electrician, surveyor or police officer, for 
example, you can come into the Virginia 
Army National Guard and learn the trade 
fu^t then go out and apply it," he said. 

There are roughly 360,000 people 
nationwide serving the National Guard, and 
about 7,000 of them are Virginians. 

"We're primarily reservists. It's a part- 
time job — one weekend a month and 15 
days in the summer. Hiere is the possibility 
that you could get activated and go 
somewhere, generally speaking as a 
company such as during Desert Shield and 
Desot Storm," Armatis continued. 

Virginia's companies are primarily 
artillery and infantry, which are strictly fw 
males. Other units, such as transportation, 
are open to females. Armatis recruits 
primarily for the 1710 Transportation 
Company. 

One of the Guard's largest drawing cards 
is its part-time commitment, which allows 
people to work and serve at the same time, 
and the state tuition assistance available. 
They also qualify for the Reserve 
Montgomery GI Bill and Army Continuing 
Bifaication System. 

"These are some of the good reasons to 
join. We are looking for young men and 
women who would like to go to school so 
we can pay them." Armatis said. "We can 
also offer then job training skills, which 
helps them." 

Ironically. Armatis' toughest job isn't 
getting people to understand the merits of 
National Guard service. It's getting them to 
make the flnal decision to join. The most 
fertile grounds f(»- potential recruits are high 
schools and colleges, which are teeming 
with young people in need of tuidon 
assistance. The Guard bills such aid as "the 
ammunition you need to get ahead." 

Armatis is fuin in his belief that Virginia 
needs a National Guard after recent press 
questioning its necessity. 

"We've been around for over 360 years, 
so why would they want to get rid of us 
now? We're die Minuteroen — we were the 
first. We're there is national disaster, flood, 
fire, riot, whatever, the fu-st people to show 
up are die National Guard." 

Armatis remembered the 1989 Greekfesl 
riots in Virginia Beach. 

"We were there," he said. "That's the 
kind of thing that tte National Guard is used 
for — to sun)lement die local police when 
necessary; to provide defense, food, water, 
shelter. You name it We're not just military 

— we're what you call the citizen soldier." 
Armatis joined the Guard in 1984 after 

completing his military service. 

"A friend talked me into checking out Uie 
National Guard because I needed the 
retirement I went down and talked to some 
folks at the 329 Area Support Group, which 
we lost last year. They were great people 

— per^nable and likable — and talked me 
into coming in. I started off as an 
intelligence analyst and enjoyed it. I've 
been enjoying it ever since." he said. 

Armatis has also served as a 
ffansp«lati<xi supovistM- and, most recently, 
as (tetachment first sergeant « A.P. Hill. 

"It was going well, we turned the unit 
around and everyone was happy. I was 




looking to move on and with 22 years d 
service knew I could get out of the Guard at 
any time. I put off my retirement letter, 
though, and my wife suggested I put in for 
full time. I got recruiter," he explained. 

"I believe in the Guard. I believe in its 
mission," Armatis continued. "I'd like to 
see it stay. We have to keq; our niunbets 
up." 

To accomplish that Armatis is working on 
methods to make the Virginia National 
Guard is more visible to potential 
candidates. They'll be out at "A Fair at the 
Beach" in August, and he'd like to see 
comi»nies participate in more parades. 

"OUiers will see that we're good people," 
he said. "If you get National Guard plates 
on your car and break down on the side of 
the road, die first person who's going to stop 
is probably going to be another Guard 
member. They'll help out as much as they 
can. I know, because it has happened to 
me."

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Flyway Feast cooks up successful Back Bay fund-raiser 



Restoration benefit is summer tradition

Where can you listen to blues, 
eat lots of local barbecue, watch 
children blow bubbles and get a 
hands-on course on the area's nrai- 
poisonous snakes all in one trip? 

The answer is the Back Bay 
Restoration Foundation's annual 
Flyway Feast, which was held last 
weekend at the Flyway Peach 
Orchard just south of the North 
Carolina line, 

Hundrcdsof ticket holders, some 
of them regulars and some ftxMn 
out of town, spent the day on the 
shady, breezy banks of the Nalh 
Landing River. 

Here, far removed from the city 
heat and traffic, the people of all 
ages partied, listened to music, bid 
in a silent auction, and ale 
barbecued pork and corn on the 
cdb. 

Music was furnished by the 
Blues Exchange, a local group, 
whose members come from 
Virginia Beach and Norfolk, The 
group, explained member Tommy 
Paflccr, has been together since 
1984, and they've played at the 
flyway feast "about five years," 

Items for the auction and raffle 
that ranged from paintings to 
hunting equipment were donated by 
local merchants. Chesapeake 
resident Tony Dongarra, who raises 
several species of snakes, was on 
hand to give the kids, and a few 
adults, a crash course on snakes. 

Several members of the Back Bay 
Restoration Foundation were up 
most of the night shredding arid 
cooking about 600 pounds of meat, 
which was barbecued over an open 
pit with foundation president Sean 
Priest's Mcret sauce. 

"It's the sauce we (members of 
the foundation) came up with 
working out here," Priest said, and 
it includes vinegar, tomato sauce, 
brown sugar, molasses, black, led

and green peppers, sage, onions and 
garlic. 

It's spicy, but not too hot 
"because we try to cater to 
Cvwybody's taste," Priest added. 

About 450 tickets were 
sold for this year's annual event, 
which is the non-profit group's 
major fund-raiser. The feast, held 
at what was once the Flyway Hunt 
Club, has become a summertime 
custom for many. Although the 
weather this year was hotter than 
normal, the heat didn't seem to 
bother the crowds who had come 
out to listen to music and have a 
good time. 

"This is a nice outing," said 
Donna Kendrick. "We look 
forward to it every year," 

"We've come out here for three 
years, ever since we moved up 
here," her husband, Ronnie, added. 
The Kendricks, who are from 
August, Georgia, relaxed in lawn 
chairs in the shade of a huge tree. 
The heat in this area really isn't 
anything to complain about, they 
said. 

"It's hot here, but there's always 
a breeze," Kendrick said. "Down in 
Georgia, there's no wind. It's 
stifling and more humid."

Board member Mike Judson, 
who'd been helping to cook the 
bart)ecue since early that morning, 
disagreed. 

"It's hot," he said. "I've been 
here since 6:30 a.m., and I was 
here until 1 1 p.m. last night. I've 
drank gallons of water, and, still, 
I'll lose a bundle of weight today." 
"Every year, somebody gets a 
little bit overheated out here," said 
Nathan Thorn of the Knotts Island 
Volunteer Fire and Rescue Squad. 

Several sqiud members volunteer 
their time each year to attend the 
event in case of fires or medical 
emergencies. But there's never 
been a serious problem, Thcmi 
added. 

"I think the main thing they're 
(Restoration members) concerned 
about is the wheatHelds," Thorn 
said, pointing to the field adjacent 
to the barbecue site. 

"Ilicv're dry this time of yev and 
someone might flick a cigarette 
over there or something. And we're 
also here to help people who have 
trouble with the heat." 

Some of the group's younger 
members played with Frisbees ot 
blew bubbles from a giant wand, 
but the biggest attraction for the 
youngsters were small, cold- 
blooded and multi-colored. 

Dongarra and his wife, Windy, 
showed off some of his pets, 
including a milk snake that had 
just finished shedding its skin, a 
mole king snake and a com snake. 
Dongarra, who owns about SO 
snakes, all of which were bred in 
captivity, explained a little about 
each snake's habits and how it got 
its unusual name. 

"Most of these snakes are from 
this area but they're a little less 
common," he said. Unlike the 
water snakes or black snakes, 
which are frequently seen, these 
snakes are either very shy or have 
been driven away by development 
"and aren't as common as they used 
to be." 

The mole king snake, which has 
a small head and, according to 
Dongarra, very strong bones, was 
so named because its anatomy 
allows it to tunnel underground 
like the mole. The orange snakes 
feed on young rodents, including 
moles, and, if you doevo- see one. 
it's likely that it will be after a 
heavy spring rain. The high water 
table fills their holes with water 
and drives them out during this 
time of year, he explained. 

Milk snakes, on the other hand, 
like to live in bams, paticularly 
dairy barns where there's lots of 
milk and rats to eat. At one time, 
they were blamed for mastitis, a 
disease that affects milk cows and 
turns the utklers black. 

"The farmers thought that the 
area turned black because the 
snakes had been tfying to drink the 
milk," Dongarra said. Actu^Iy, 
snakes have no interest in milk and 
their digestive systems won't even

tolerate it but at one time "a lot of 
these snakes were killed, when 
actually they were helping by 
keeping the rodents down." 

Com snakes, too, like to live on 
farms although they were {»'obably 
never very common in this area, 
according to Dongarra. Whenccmi 
was stored in cribs, these snakes 
would hunker down inside the crib 
to take advantage of the rats and 
mice who were drawn there by the 
com. Sometimes, they'd Slay there 
all winter, although, like the 
snakes that hibernated underground, 
they generally slept through the 
cold months. 

Dongarra, who told the children 
that he'd been interested in snakes 
"since I was you guy's age" said 
that snakes can usually sense it if 
you're comfortable around them. 
Those that are raised in captivity 
leam to accept humans "but you 
still have to show a certain amount 
of respect for them" he cautioned 
the kids. "They should be 
considered wild animals and, like 
all wild animals, they might bite." 

This year marked the 13th annual 
flyway feast, which grew out a 
need on the part of the Back Bay 
Restoration Foundation to organize 
a major fund-raiser, Priest said. 
"It's just a fund time, and a good 
time to get people out here and to 
make some money for the 
foundaticxi," he added. 

The foundation was cn-ganizedin 
the 1980s by a group of sportsmen 
and others who were cotKaned 
about the declining water quality 
and decrease in wildlife on the bay. 
The members participate in hands- 
on projects, conduct educational 
programs and, this summer, the 
foundation is coordinating the 
electric tram rides into False Cape 
State Park.

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Council continues discussion on Southeastern Expressway

The Chesapeake City Council 
isn't saying "no" to the 
Southeastern Expressway and 
Greenbek yet, Mayor William E. 
Ward said at a council woricstop 
last week that discussions will 
continue to go on. He also said 
that city officials will continue to 
talk and that it's not correct to say 
"We won't budget." 

He said that major concerns have 
not been resolved. 

But before council can support 
the $581.1 million highway it 
needs some reasons for saying, 
"yes." 

As the mayor of 190,000 people, 
he said at the formal council 
session where some resictents 
opposed the expressway, he sakl 
some explanations have to be 
given on "why I would support 
this." 

"No One seems to care about our 
concerns," he said, adding that "we 
are still negotiating (and have a) 
willingness to compromise." 

It's a given that Virginia Besch 
and the region will both benefit 
from the highway which will cany 
traffic from the Oceana area of 
Virginia Beach through the 
southern part of the city and then 
through Chesapeake by way of the 
Oak Grove Connector to Norfolk. 
Virginia Beach sees the 
paiicway as a boom to economic 
development. Chesapeake sees it 
as more crowded highways and 
development of residential areas 
it cannot afford to service. 
Approximately 25 percent of the 
highway would be in 
Chesapeake. 

The work session was heavy 
with officials from the Fcdtral 
Highway Administration, the 
Commonwealth Transportation 
Board, the Virginia Department of 
Transportation, the Hampton 
Roads Planning District 
Commission and the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers as well as 
representatives from the Virginia 
Beach city government. 

When all the talking had ceased. 
Ward said that Chesapeake would 
continue to meet and negotiate aid 
"will come back with information 
as soon as we get it." 

Last Oct. 2 1 , council adopted a 

resolution stating that council 

«^pu!d conliiijue to riegotiate and 

listing some major concerns of the 

• city. 

Bruce Turner, of the Federal 
Highway Administration (FHA) 
said that the resoludon {xovided an 
opportunity to introduce a dialogue 
and meetings were held from 
January through March to address 
concerns. At the April meeting 
with the majors, a couple of issues 
had yet to be resolved, he said, but 
that the meetings had been 
productive. 

Before the project can go on, 
Chesapeake has to agree to 
participate although any monetary 
participation by the city is expected 
to be eliminated when and if the 
agreements between the various 
parties come on line. 

A major obstacle to 
Chesapeake's participation was the 
alignment of the road which would 
cut to ' a relatively new 
neighbcHhood. 

Chris Lloyd, with Baker 
Consultants, told council that the 
plan has been revised so that tte 
road will have a smaller imprint in 
the neighborhood. 

Also, he said, nordi and south 
access to Kempsville Road is being 
|xx)vided. 



Chesapeake also was oxicemed 
about school and park sites that 
would be impacted by the 
alignment. Lloyd said that the 
schools have selected a new site 
on Centervillc Turnpike and that 
the understamling is that the state 
would purchase a new park in 
another location. 

At first it locked as though most 
of the mitigation would be in 
Chesapeake. Plans have been 
changed, Lloyd said, so that one- 
third of the mitigation would be in 
Chesapeake and two-thirds in 
Bench's. He said Uiat this is just a 
target, however. 

The mitigation sites have been 
shifted away from the corridor to 
Stumpy Lake and the North 
Landing River watershed. 

Councilman Dr. Alan Krasnoff 
preswd on for most or all of the 
mitigation to be in Virginia Beach 
and for Chesapeake to share in 
some of the economic benefits 
which will accrue to the city of 
Virginia Beach. What form the 
benefits would take is not clear 
but, some mention was made of 
tax revenues. 

Krasnoff also asked what would 
happen if the parkway were picked 
up at a later time with funding 
from a source other than the fisderal 
government. Asked about the 
funding later, Krasnoff said that it 
could be something like the way 
the Route 168 bypass in 
Chesapeake to North Carolina was 
funded. This route is being financed 
under a public/private partnership 
in which tolls are involved, 
although Krasnoff said nothing 
about toils in connection with the 
parkway. 

Planning Director Brent Nielsen 
spoke on the pros and cons of the 
parkway concluding that while the 
city planners "recognize the 
regional benefits of the 
Southeastern Parkway and the 
major benefits to Virginia Beach, 
the benefits to Chesapeake appea- 
to be relatively minor and, in fact, 
we believe there would be sevoal 
major negative impacts to 
Chesapeake that need to be 
addressed." 

From a regional perspective, he 
said, transportation movements 
would be improved — travel time 
would be reduced from some foais 
of Hampton Roads to parts erf 
VirgvmBca^— about 12 pen^nt 
in average congested speed cm 
arteriais and expressways. 

Some air quality imi»ovements 
would result through icduced 
loadings. 
Several major benefits to 
Virginia Beach include: 

■ A substantially im|xx)ved 
freeway access to major areas of 
Virginia Beach; large areas could be 
opened for economic development 
including Lake Ridge, the Hollaid 
Opportunity Site, the Princess 
Anne road corridor and Coiporate 
Landing. The entire corridor is 
designated as suburban 
employment/light industrial/com- 
mercial in the Virginia Beach 
Comprehensive Plan. 

■ The roadway also wnild 
improve the hurricane evacuation 
capacity, particularly from the 
CMtral part of Virginia Beach. 

Only minor benefits, Nielson 
said, have been identified fior 
Chesapeake. They include tte 
improvement in road access for 
Chesapeake residents working in 
Virginia Beach, though this will 
also substantially increase 
pressures for residential 
development within Chesapeake. 
Trips to the Chesapeake 



employment center from Virginia 
Beach would be facilitated; a 
reduction in fatalities would result 
from a shift from arterial to 
freeway uavel; the proposed 
Centervillc Turnpike interchange 
would open up 220 acres fiar 
economic development, but the 
Chesapeake school administration 
intends to acquire two school sites 
in that area. 



Another major impact on 
Chesapeake, he said, are that, 
several road links show major 
deteri(»ation of traffic service in the 
final draft environmental Impact 
Statement including Dominion 
Boulevard from Great Bridge 
Boulevard to Bainbridge; Greenlwier 
I^kway from Kempsville Road to 
Volvo Parkway, and 1-464 from 
Military Highway to 1-64. All of 



"\Ne believe, the Southeastern Parkway 
will drive the need for additional 
schools, road improvements and other 
public investments during a time of tight 
budgets."

Issues that remain to be resolved, 
Ik said, are: 

■ The impact on adjactau 
residenrial areas — inciieased 
noise/traffic pollution for several 
nearby neighborhoods — 100,000 
vehicles a day will be passing 
Stillwater Farms, 11 residences 
will have to be taken and there 
would be an increased concentration 
of traffic in Chesjqieake. 

■ Also, increased reskiential 
development pressures would occur 
in Chesapeake because of the 
expansion of the Oceana Naval Air 
Station activities and likely new 
growth in the Southeastern 
Parkway corridor. 

Approximately 2,500 acres of 
undeveloped land zoned residential 
are within easy access to the 
paricway with a potential of 9.000 
additional residential units. Tlie 
propoties are in die Great Bridge, 
Greenbriw and Rivocrest areas. 

This potential is of substantial 
concern to Chesapeake residoits, 
Nielson said as indicated by die 
recent adequate public facilities 
referendum which was approved by 
a 9-1 margin in Mary. 

"We believe," said Nielson, "the 
Southeastern Parkway will (kive 
the need for additional schools, road 
improvemenu and other public 
iQvesunents during a time of tight 
buckets."

He said diat as far as the FHA is 
concerned die project is still going 
forward. 

Krasnoff, searching for various 
scenarios, asked what would 
happen if Chesapeake did not 
approve Uie project but lodced at it 
against with funding alternatives 
aside from die federal government 

Martinez said that even if die 
highway were to be built with 
different funding mechanisms, he 
was sure that the federd 
government would have to be 



brought in in some capacity. 

Turner said that if the project 
were dropped now and started later, 
die whole process would have to be 
started all over again. "That's what 
we don't want to h2f)p»i." 

Maninez said diat the FHA does 
not make fed£r^ funds availal^ fir 
individual projects but makes funds 
available for use in the state as a 
whole. The final decision on where 
to use the money is up to the 
Transportation Board and die 
localities. The state has to decide 
how much to give for die {Hoject 

Vice Mayor John W. Butt 
pointed out the the city's uiten 
funds from the state are tied up fiar 
die next several years. 'X3iesapakc 
does not have any money to put 
into the project. He said his 
understanding was the state and 
Virginia Beach will take care of 
Chesapeake's diare. 

Leo RuUedge, urban programs 
engineer with VDOT, said l« 
understood "where you're all 
coming from." He addedthat diere 
are some benefits to Chesapeake. A 
lot of vehicles will pass through 
here and there are spin offs in 
economic development 

"What about our corridoi?" adsd 
Ward. 

Lloyd said that the highway 
plans assume the construction of 
Southeastern Parkway. Lloyd said 
the plan includes a bike path, an 
HOV lane and right of way for 
mass transportation which could be 
light rail. He said diat while die 
plan includes die right of way, not 
included in the initial plans ate 
parking lots and stations. 

Krasncrff ^^^mted to know whether 
Chesapeake could share in die 
revenues from the economk 
develqiment of Virginia Beach. 

Robert Matthias, assistant city 
manager in Virginia Beach, said 
diat die parkway will take trafiic 
off of present roads. However, 
when it gets to revenue sharing, 
something Krasnoff was 
suggesting, die situation gets more 
complicated. 

Lloyd ^kled diat die networic does 
not stop widi the paricway — there 
will be odier improvements. 

Krasnoff suggested im[»oving 
Volvo Parkway instead, but Lloyd 
said this would not wc^ 
However, Volvo would be in the 
network, he said.

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Popular museum dolphin tours kick off season

curious about the ^^^am-blooded 
mammals that thrive in areawaers 
this lime of year. 

As the clock nears 9 a.m., 
passengers load onto the 6S-foot 
headboat Miss Virginia Beach (ex 
a two-hour excursion along the 
coast. 

Capt. Peter Dunthom skippers 
the boat this day, and the 
museum docent imparting 
knowledge about the frisky 
dolphins is Susie Benton. A 
museum volunteer, 17-year-old 
rising Cox High senior Elizabeth 
Gallup, is also aboard to answer 
questions. 

It's nearly a full house today as 
the headboat pulls out of port at 
the Virginia Beach Fishing 
Center heading toward warm 
Atlantic waters. 

Benton is immediately on 
the loudspeaker telling the 
curious onlookers what to expect. 
Already folks are pulling out their 
binoculars and cameras, eager for 
their first glimpse of a dolphin. 

We'll use the clock method — 
3 o'clock, 6 o'clock, etc. — for 
directions when dolphins are 
spotted. Benton urged everyone 
to keep their eyes peeled and 
share with others when they have 
a sighting. 

The boat is just minutes out of 
port when the first group is spied 
lolling in and out of the waves. 

"1 see them. Oh my God, there 
they are!" a young girl screams, 
clamoring to die rail. 

Benton is on the loudspeaker 
again. 

"Here we are at 5 o'clock and 
also at 1 1 o'clock," Benton says. 
"Now is a good lime to tell you 
some characteristics about the 
bottlenose dolphin." 

She says that bottlenoses are 
the most common marine 
mammals in Virginia, with more 
than 300 spending the summer in 
Virginia Beach's warm, food-rich 
waters. 

Bottlenose dolphins, actually 
small-toothed whales, migrate to 
Virginia in April and head south 
in November. They savor squid 
and fish, such as the plentiful 
menhaden variety, and consume 
IS to 30 pounds of food each day. 
They use sound, or echolocation, 
to find their food.

are typically 8- to 9-fcet long. 
However, the offshore variety are 
closer to 10- and 12-feet long. 

Benton says to pay a watchful 
eye for calves, whose liny dorsal 
fins can be seen bobbing 
alongside their moUiers. She adds 
that bottlenoses are highly 
intelligent and very curious about 
people — as is evident today. 

"I think they're toying wiUi 
use," Benton says, watching the 
elusive creatures frisking in and 
out among the waves, then 
disappearing from view. 

"See how they're coming up to 
take a look at us? They're 
checking us out. This species 
does seem to be very curious and 
friendly toward people," she 
adds. 



Miss Virginia Beach 

revs up her engine and soon the 
boat is off again. Benton says the 
lour is now going to follow the 
coastline toward Cape Henry, 
where sightings have been 
frequent — the food there must 
be plentiful. 

Benton uses the opportunity to 
give more facts about the 
species. 

"Dolphins have an excellent 
hearing, much better than ours. 
They can hear higher sounds and 
also vocalize higher than we can 
hear. They do have a sense of 
taste, but no sense of smeli. CY

course, their nose is that blow 
hole on top of their head, which 
they breathe and talk through," 
she says. 

"Dolphins have brown eyes, by 
the way, with crescent-shaped 
pupils," Benton adds. 



The boat is only a few 
hundred yards offshore when 
Laura Mundy, a 7-year-old visitor 
from Richmond, inquires, "Are 
we on the other side of the ocean 
yet." 

Mom Sandra, who brought the 
young girl down to Virginia 
Beach for the previous evening's 
Spice Girls concert, explains to 
her daughter that the land was 
still Virginia Beach. 

The explanation almost goes 
unheard as Laura and friend 
Alexa Poe, also 7, spy more 



dolphins among the waves. 

"I see some! I see some!" the 
girls yell in unison, grabbing for 
their binoculars. 

The morning's sightings have 
made the giris' trip well worth it. 

"Last time wp came down 
here, the water w^s so rough that 
they couldn't take us out. The trip 
was canceled. We had come all 
the way just for this," Sandra 
explains. "But today is great — 
it's beaudful!" 

Soon Gallup, who has so far 
been enjoying the ride, gets to 
work. Carrying flip-chart books, 
dolphin skulls and other 
paraphernalia around the boat, 
she shares insight into the 
species. 

"I love die dolphins, especially 
when they're active," says 
Gallup, who plans to major in 
marine biology in college. "I 



hope this all helps me in the 
future." 

Though just 17 years old, the 
young woman has been 
volunteering with the Virginia 
Marine Science Museum for Ave 
years. 

Museum spokesperson Deb 
Perry, also along for the tour, 
says many pe(q}le shares Gallup' s 
zeal for dolphins. 

This is evidenced by a nearly 
full boat. Often trips fill up 
completely. 

"The trips are. extremely 
popular," Perry notes. "The 
appeal is for people of all ages, 
especially those who don't live 
near the water. It's a great 
opportunity to see the dolphins in 
dieir natural environment." 

The museum has been offoing 
the dolphin-watching trips Cur 
seven years. This seasmi's 



excursions began last week and 
run daily through Sept. 6 several 
times a day. 

As the boftt nears Dam 
Neck, watches show the tour is 
more than half over. Pretty soon 
Miss Virginia Beach will turn 
around and head for home. 

One more treat, however, still 
awaits. 

Perhaps just 50 feet from the 
beach a lone dolphin is actually 
leq)ing in and out of die water — 
a rare display for dolphin 
watchers. 

Hands snatch at cameras, but 
the bottlenose is quicker. 

The boat lingers just a little 
longer, but the two hours is 
nearly up. Soon it's back to 
Rudee Inlet, where visitors 
disemt»rk with their phologrq)hs 
and, best of all, meaiories.

doused herself with before she 
began her trip into the park. 

On the eight:mile ride into die 
park, the visitors saw several deer, 
two types of egrets, Canadian geese 
and mallards, and feral hogs who 
had retreated into the watery 
marshes to esc^je die heat. 

The early evening is a good time 
to see wildlife during hot wradier, 
Williamson explained, because 
most species seek shelter during 
the hot afternoon and come out at 
dusk. 

False Cape State Park, located 
south of Back Bay Wildlife Refuge, 
is part of a barrier spit between 
Back Bay and the Atlantic Ocean 
and is, Williamson said, die 
norihem tip of die Outer Banks. 

It's home to countless species of 
waterfowl, wild mammals, and 
feral ponies and hogs. While die 
birds and fish aren't as abundant as 
Uiey once were, die snowy egrets 
and osprey are living proof that ai 
least some species are winning die 
battle against extinctitMi. 

The petite, fetching snowy egret, 
shorter and smaller-boned than its 
cousin, die great egret, was oacx 
almost eradicated by the fashkm 
industry, acovding to Williamson. 

"Around the turn of the century, 
they became very popular for 
ladies' millinery," he said. 
"Sometimes die hats actually had a 
whole bird ai diem" So many were 
killed in (»der to make diese hats 
diat the species almost becane 
extinct before Audubon Society 
members were able to stop dK 
practkx. 

The osprey has also miMk a 
cfxnetack, at least in diis comay. 
since DDT was bani^. 
Unfortunately, these mi^^ory 
birds sometimes make it as fir 
south as some of the Soudi 
American countries wtere 
pesticides are still Stowed,

advantage of the area's winter dick 
hunting season. 

The building, now used to house 
groups that attend weekend-tang 
educational programs in the park, 
is one of the few landmarks left in 
die old Wash Woods Community. 

A graveyard, with about 24 
gravestones near the site where a 
Methodist church once stood, is 
anodier. 

"This was a thriving community 
during the late 1800s and early 
1900s," Williamson said. 

Many residents worked at die 
nearby Coast Guard Stations at 
Little Island and Wash Woods, 
while others worked as hunting 
guides at the hunt clubs dial dooed 
bodi sides of Back Bay during diat 
time. 

The rcsklents also raised 
livestock and tended backysd 
gardens, and the feral hogs and 
ponies are said to be descended 
from livestock that Uiey abandoned 
whm they mov^ inland. 

The hurricanes of the 1930s, 
including the infamous August 
1933 suxm, aeaied oceai 
overwash and blowing sand dut 
changed the ecosystem of die 
barrier spit "prolably faevCT," 
Williamson said. What was once 
reasonably ^oductive land bo^ne 
arid sand, and the residents b^m 
moving away.

most of the aquatic grasses diat the 
wildlife fed on. Although non- 
point source pollution fiom 
increased development is often 
blamed, Williamson speculated that 
it might hav^been caused, at least 
in part, by natural changes in die 
ecosystem. 

The bay, he added, was beginning 
to rebound, and the canoeists coukl 
see grasses growing in die shallow 
water near die bay's muddy shore. 
The park, closed to private 
vehicular traffic, is accessible by 
hiking, biking or, during die 
summer, electric tram dirough 
Back Bay Wildlife Refuge. Many 
of the visitors were amazed at the 
wilderness location. 

"I've never been anywhere before, 
except for a mountain in Spain, 
that I couldn't hear any trafflc at 
all," one visitor said. 

"Here we are sitting in Virginia 
Beach, die biggest city in Virginia, 
and about one hour drive from a 
million people," Williamson said, 
"and we're in this remote location.

Hie seven signers of the Dedaration 
of Indepenctence from Virginia in- 
cluded: George Wythe, Richard 
%nry Lee, Thomas JefTenon, Boi- 
jamin Harrism, Hionuu Nelson, Jr., 
Francis Lightfoot Lee and Carter 
Braxton. 

None of these signers of the Decla- 
ntkm of Indqxndence, however, was 
any more dedicated to Oie proposi- 
tiofl of Anwican indqiendence fit)m 
England than Thomas Nelson, Jr. of 
Ywktown. Nelson not only signed 
the Declanttion of Independoice but 
actually fought in the Revolutk}nary 
War as well. 

In addition, Nelson, who was 
among the wealthiest and most influ- 
ential men ina>lonial Virginia, helped 
flnance the revolutim with his own 
anets. 

Nelson not only pledged his life, 
fomine, and sacred honor to the cause 
of liberty along with the others, he 
also put his money and prop^ where 
his mouth was. A risk, it seems, that 
even Washington, Henry, and 
Jefferson were unwilling ot unable to 
take. 

ThomasNebon despised those who 
were reluctant to serve the cause of 
liberty as sokliCTS yet were eager to 
profit from the war financially at the 
expense of others. 

Rrom September 1775 until tfje 
summer of 1777, Nelson served as a 
delegate to the Continental Congress. 
When he was ^lending a session of 
Virginia's proviiwial congress in the 
spring of 1776, Virginia legislators 
apjwoved Nelson's resolution which 
encouraged the Continoital Congress 
to iinoclaim the American colonws 
Creeji^fibaatfiriUMii. 

Of course, it was alsoColonelTho- 
masNelson.Jr. whorodetoPhilackl- 
phia in May of 1776 bearing 
Virginia's reK)luti<m advocating in- 
dependence. 

During an (Dctober 1776sessionof 
the Virginia legislature, an ordinance 
— The Sequestratim Act — was 
adqMed which called for the confis- 
catkMi <rf British pnq)erty because it 
appealed, at least in part, to "debt- 
rkkien reinesentatives** ensnared in 
sm economic crunch because of the 
struggle for indqwndence. Nelson 
would have none of it; he regmfed 
the measure as rq)HgranL 

He adamantly objected to this law 
because he believed it to be unfair to 
British merchants who had provided 
credit to Americans. 

"I hqxs the bill will be rejected," 
Nelson amounc^. "but whaievCT be 
its fate, by God, I will pay my debts 
like a honest man." 
And he meaai iL

Nelson services were not newssary; 
thmtoK, he returned to civilian life. 

Nelson's "retirement" from the 
military was, however, short lived. 
Nelson would soon be called upon 
apin, and he would again reqxxid 
hooically. 

Mtet Congien petitioned fw vol- 
unteer light cavaby units "to serve at 
their own expoise" in the spring of 
1778, General Nelson assembled a 
corps of seventy mounted men who 
rode to Baldnune and then on to 
Philadelphia. 

Not only did Nelson serve as their 
commanding officer, healso financed 
the opottion by advmcing consida- 
aUe sums of mmwy tot stqifdiei and 
equipment. When British forc»i with- 
drew fnm) Philactolphia, Nelson and 
his men were thanked by Coitgress

for their patriotic exertions and dis- 
missed from fiffther service. With his 
chmctmstk gmoostty , Nelscm |»o- 
vided enough funds for his disbanded 
company's trek home. Raising a 
troop of light cavalry turned out to be 
an expensive proposition for Genoal 
Nelson. 

In June of 1780, the Virginia As- 
sembly urged that $2,000,000 be 
added to the Continental treasury to 
provide for the support of Admiral de 
Grasse's fleet which was expected to 
help bring the conflict to a c\we. It 
wasGenoal Thomas Nelson, Jr. who 
tried to raise the funds, but his ap- 
peals to lend the govermnent the 
needed mtxiey were refused. 

The firequ^it reqxmse was: "We 
will not lend die government a shil- 
ling — but we will lend you, Thomas 
Nelson, all we can possibly raise." 
BecauK the idea of k^ning the gov- 
emmoit money was was s) generally 
rebuffed. Nelson bonowed the money 
on his own security and turned it ova- 
to the govoTunenL

gen^s Benedkt Amold and Lord 
Comwallis assaulting Virginia in 
1 78 1 , the legislature elected Thomas 
Nelson governor and conunander- 
in-chief of the military forces in Vir- 
ginia believing that a military man 
might better defend the state. 

While Nelson was govonor, Brit- 
ish military forws ravai^ tte state 
and utterly disnq>ied the government. 
This dire set of circumstances com- 
pelled Nelson to employ extracvdi- 
nary f(»ce to procure the neceisi^ 
for his soldieiv. 

During the siege of Yorictown, 
Nelson was in command of die Vir- 
guiiamilitiaimd^GaierBi Lafayette. 
General Nelson did absolutely ev- 
erything in his power to assiM the 
aUwd armies in defeating the Britidi. 
At one point during the siege of 
Yoiktown, Nelson noticed that his 
own house was undamaged and asked 
Uie reason. 

When Nelson was told that the 
house was being spared because it 
was his estate. Nelson immediately 
(vdered that tutillery fire be directed 
at his home because he belie ved it to 
be headquarters for Lord Corhwallis. 
In fact. Nelson offered a reward of 
five guineas to the team oi gunn^s 
who could hit the house. It was 
Tcpomd that the very firstround went 
through General Nelson 's handsome 
brick mansion. 

Rnally , in August of 1 78 1 , Nelson 
received word of Admiral de Grasse' s 
arrival in the Chesapeake Bay with a 
"f(Hinidid>le fleet and corps of land 
forces" from Geoi]ge Washingt(»i. 

In November, following the Octo- 
bw surrender of Lord Comwallis at 
Yorktown, Nelson resigned as gov- 
emw because of "the very low state 
of health" to which he was reduced. 
In his letter of lesignatirai to the 
spe^et of the legislature, Nelson 
matte ilclear that he did not expect to 
recover from his illness and insisted 
that it was his duty to resign in ordo- 
for the state to have an effective ex- 
ecutive. 

Soon aftCT his resignation, peti- 
tions v/cK circulated in the legisla- 
ture charging Nelson with having 
acting unlawfully as governor by is- 
suing warrants and seizing supplies 
fw the troops. He was also accused 
of misappropriating funds and unau- 
thorized ending. Ultimately, the 
legislature exonerated Nelson be- 
cause his actions were "evidently 
productive of general good and war- 
ranted by necessity." 

Although Nelson was elected as a 
delegate to the Constitutional Con- 
vention in 1 787, he declined to serve 
due sdely to his ill health. Inca(»ci- 
tated by asthmatic attacks and de- 
pressed over his debts. Nelson's 
tealth gradually worsened. 

Nela)n nevo- again held a public 
office, and he was never reimbursed 
for the funds thai he borrowed under 
his personal guarantee. In order to 
rq)ay the obligation that he had in- 
curred on behalf of the government, 
he was forced to sell much of his land 
andprq)erty. 

Both his health ami his fcvtune had 
been decimated by the Amo-ican 
Revolution. 

Oi Jan. 4, 1789, Thomas Nelson 
expired at the age of 50. One of the 
foremostof America'spatriots died a 
IMuper on his small plantaticHi of 
"CWifley Hoo" in Hanover County 
where he had retired. 

Nelson's body was returned to 
Yaktown for burial and was interred 
at the foot of his father's grave with- 
(wtevoiatombstme. Sadly enough, 
his grave wait e^entially vsmaAtd 
until the 20th o^ntury. 

Without reservation, Thomas 
Nelsffli. Jr. gave his life, his forOme, 
and his sacked hmor to the cause of

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Skinny-dipping at Witchducic Point with a legend

On July 10. 1706, Grace 
Sherwood, ihe famous Witch of 
Pungo, agreedto do a little skinny- 
dipping in the Lynnhaven River 
with the zealous assistance of some 
of her neighbors. 

Grace indubitably considered 
herself lucky — lucky she hved in 
Princess Anne County rather than 
in Salem, Mass. 

Rebecca Nurse and Sarah Good of 
Salem would probably have beat 
eager to undergo Grace's trial by 
water rather than to be burned at 
Ihe stake or hanged, as they were. 

While witch hysteria ruled Salem 
in 1692, Virginians were a little 
more rational about dealing with 
allegations of witchcraft. 

To discourage "divers dangerous 
and scandalous accusations," 
justices of the local court in Lower 
Norfolk County (later Princess 
Anne County) declared thai anyone 
who impaired the reputation ex 
brought another's life into question 
without sufficient proof aid 
adequate wiuiesses would be liable 
to "pay one thousand pounds of 
tobacco" and to "further Censure of 
the Court." 

It was tAvious that local justices 
had some serious doubts about the 
motives of folks that would accuse 
Iheir neighbors of witchcraft. 

Accused of witchcraft by her 
neighbors, Grace agreed to a trial 
by water to settle the issue. 
Originally the water trial was 
scheduled for July 5, 1706 but was 
delayed until July 10, 1706 because 
of a bad storm. Ironically, the 
judges expressed concern that the 
inclement weather might threaten 
Grace's well-being. 

The word of the ducking was 
quickly disseminated, and people 
from all over the colony arrived en 
masse at John Harper's Plantation 
to witness the momentous event. 
It must have been, without 
question, the social event of Ihe 
season in Princess Anne County. 

Surviving the "old English Test" 
was no piece of cake. 
Theoretically, if a person drowned 
during a ducking they were 
innocent of witchcraft. On the 
other hand, if they floated and 
survived the test, then they woe 
guilty of witchcraft as charged. 

Witchcraft was a hanging 
offense. In essence, trial by wata 
was a no- win proposition. 

Even a mental patient in 
Williamsburg's Public Hospital 
(1773) would have been able to 
figure the odds of winning that bet. 

Grace was taken to 

Witchduck Point, stripped naked 
and cross-bound. Being cross- 
bound was actually the opposite of 
what we call freestyle swimming 
today. Her left thumb was secured 
to her right big toe, and her right 
thumb was fastened to her left big 
toe. Her person was inspected by

the women of the jury to ensure 
that she had not concealed 
something to help her escape from 
her bonds. 

She was wrapped naked in a 
blanket and conveyed to a waiting 
boat. Those who were gathered 
along the river bank, shouted and 
ridiculed Grace blatantly. She 
simply smiled because she knew a 
couple of things that no one else 
knew. 

When the boat reached a location 
where the water was of sufficient 
depth, Grace was discharged from 
the blanket and pitched into the 
Lynnhaven River. 

Two very practical skills saved 
Grace: she could swim and she 
could untie knots. 

She floated in the river, one of 
the men in the boat strapped a 
weighty Bible — probably a King 
James version — about her neck 
and pushed her under the water. 

But Grace shook off the good 
book, bobbed to the surface, aid 
began swimming. There were mwc 
than a few startled faces along ihe 
shoreline. 

According to Florence Kimberiy 
Turner in "Gateway to the New 
World: A History of Princess Anne 
County, Virginia 1607-1824," 
Grace sang and laughed at the 
crowd while swimming around the 
cove. 

It was reported that everyone 
enjoyed themselves — even Grace. 

After the water ordeal, Grace's 
body was examined "by five antient 
Weamen" for teats, spots, ot 
unusual marks on her body. 

Under oath, the women who 
examined Grace all affirmed that 
she was not like them or any other 
woman that they knew. They 
claimed that Grace had "two Things 
like Tills on her private Parts of a 
black coller." 

These, it was assumed, were the

marks of the Devil. 

Grace, however, was a 

survivor. She escaped drowning 
and also escaped the gallows. 
News of the witchcraft fiasco at 
Salem, of course, probably had a 
good deal to do with the lauer. 

Technically, since she escaped 
drowning in her trial by water, she 
was guilty of witchcraft. As a 
result of her "conviction," Grace 
stayed in jail for seven long years 
until she was set free in 1715. 

Upon her release, Grace returned 
to her home and her three sons at a 
"place known by the name of 
Muddy Creek" in the "County of 
Princess Anne." In addition to the 
land she previously owned. Royal 
Governor Alexander Spotswood 
granted Grace an additional 140 
acres as compensation for her 
ordeal. 

Unrepentant, and apparently 
undaunted, Grace Sherwooiddwelted 
quietly at her unpretentious home 
near Muddy Creek without furtho' 
incident until her death which 
occurred sometime between 1733 
when her will was dated and 1740 
when it was probated at the 
Princess Anne County Courthouse. 

All things considered, Grace 
Sherwood's adversity with he? 
neighbors had a good deal more to 
do with human nature and jealousy 
than with the supernatural. 

Some attribute her troubles to 
simply being a little ahead of her 
time. At best, she was regarded a 
little too independent, outspoken. 



and intelligent by the men folk. 
At worst, a little too pretty and a 
little too inclined U) be flirtatious 
with her neighbors' husbands. 

It seemed that Grace was given to 
wearing men's clothing when she 
saw fit and predisposed to dancing 
naked in the moonlight. When 
Elizabeth Hill — Luke Hill's wife 
— attacked and "barbarously beat" 
Grace in 1705, it was uiK:Iear 
whether Mistress Hill objected to 
the moonlight dancing or men's 
clothing. 

Perhaps Luke Hill was taking 
too much notice of his comely, 
flirtatious neighbor skinny-dif^ing 
in the moonlight near Muddy 
Creek. 

The Grace Sherwood affiiir 
probably had far more to do with 
"bewitching" men than with 
bewitching com, cattle or cotton. 

Even so, a medicine vial 
commonly called a "witchbottle" 
was unearthed at an archaeological 
site on property that once was 
associated with Thomas Reeling's 
1635 land grant 

This small jar contained iron 
nails, brass pins, and a yellow 
colored substance (probably the 
residue of human urine) and was 
buried upside down. "WitchboUles" 
were intended to counteract the 
curses and spells cast by witches. 

The medicine vial uncovered on 
the Keeling property, perhaps not 
altogether coincidentally, was less 
than three miles from the cove 
where Grace Sherwood was ducked 
in 1706.

At stake is 
renovation of 
ITsctiools

As the deadline approaches for 
scheduling a school bond referendum for 
Nov. 3, school officials are measuring its 
chances of passing and are looking for 
ways to make sure it does pass. 

What they found out from a voter 
opinion survey prepare by The Wesex 
Group, Ltd. is that 59 percent of the 
registered voters in the city are very 
likely or somewhat likely to support a 
real estate tax increase of $.036 that 
would be necessary to pay the debt on 
$76.7 million in bonds that would be 
before the voters for approval in a 
referendum as well as additional chaiter 
bonds that would be neectedfor the oitiie 
rmovation project 

At stake is the renovation of 17 
elementary schools. Another, W.T 
Cooke, is currently being reconstructed, 
and another, Bayside, also would be 
reconstructed. 



TIk list includes : 

deeds Elementary which will include a 
library which will also serve as the 
public library for the community; 
Bayside Elementary where the school 
will be replaced; Shelton Park 
Elementary; Thalia ' Elementary; 
Woodstock Elementary; K»npsvUle 
Meadows Elementary; Louise Luxfofd 
Elementary; Kcmpsville Elementary; 
Malibu Elementary; Pembroke 
Elementary; Trantwood Elemoitary; 
Lynnhaven Elementary; Hermitage 
Elementary; Arrowhead Elementary; 
Windsor Woods Elementary; Brookwood 
Elementary and Pembroke Meadows 
Elonentary. 

The 17 projects, which would be 
finished in five phases over a period of 
five-seven years, would cost a total of 
$132,821,674 of which $76.7 million 
would be in 1998 school bonds provided 
the refnendum passes. The allocations 
are included in the city's capital 
improvement program. 

Kathy O. Phipps, assistant 
superintendent. media and 
communications development. at 
Tuesday's work session, said that this 
referendum has its own unique set (^ 
challenges. She said that the school 
system needed to know who would be 



supportive and who would not be 
suf^ortive. She said that the last 
referendum in 1990 was too far in the 
past to be much help. 

Of course. City Council has yet to 
request a referendum — the request neafe 
to be in circuit court at least 60 d^ 
before the election — and to decide on 
the amount which may be less than the 
requested amount if savings can be found 

Suzanne Huddleton, Wessex vice 
imsidentwho pre^itedthe results of the 
survey at Tuesday's work session, sakl 
that the results are encouraging. Three 
himdred registered voters, a propexrticHi in 
each zip code, were interviewed by 
telephone after the May 6 coundhnanic 
election. 

Of those with children living at home, 
those who favored and those who 
opposed the referendum were evoily 
split; of those with children in pahbc 
school, 39 pocent woe in favor, of those 
with children in public elementary school 
only 24 percent were in favor and of 
those with children in private xbaai 
only five pm:ent wctb in favor. 

At the same time, 31 percent of the 
respondents believed that schools were 
the most important challenge facing the 
city, the higher [^oportion of all.

38 percent, cit«l schools ad the most 
impcHtant chalknge facing the city wUle 
of the younger respomirats 30 pcRxnt 
cited schools as the most in^iortant 
challenge. 

Among the places wliere sdnob 
should put their money first, the saoqile 
participants thought the schoob shouU 
be fixed and needed more computers, 
classrooms should be smaller, move 
clasgxxmis and more teachers should be 
provided, quality teachers should be 
secured, books and computers added, 
buildings needed to be updtted ax) trailers 
should be diminated. 

Overall, 65 percent gave a positive 
rating to the public educatioasand faoid 
that crowded classrooms wov the most 
convincing argument in favor of the 
r^eiendum. 

They also moitioned safety, kdcy 
roofs, air conditioning, eliminaliBg 
classrooms in non-instruction^ space. 
inackquate lighting, undersized Ubnnies, 
and eight patent would not be onvinoed 
by aiydiing.

Seine sport has supporters casting nets 

Bay Bay refuge offers hands-on 
lesson in old-fashioned fishing

"They're little silver fish," exclaimed a 
young girl excitedly, as she examined the 
tiny silver fish squirming inaneten^te 
beach. "Everything I've seen today has 
been silver. These fish are silver, and the 
ocean's kind of a silvery color." 

Cherie Grulich, who was visiting Back 
Bay Wildlife Refuge from IndBalantic, 
Fla., was one of a group of about 20 
people who were seining the Atlantic 
Ocean near Back Bay Wildlife Refuge on 
a recent weekend afternoon. 

The group's interpreter, Sarah Cosby, 
explained that those small, slippery fish 
were Bay anchovies, one of countless 
species of fish that live off of the 
Virginia Coast. 

The chiklrenwere allowed to touch the 



fish, after they'd wet their hands in a 
bucket of ocean water and before the tiny 
animals were returned to the ocean. The 
water, Cosby explained was to prevent 
the iish's protective slime c<xiting fmn 
being rubbed off by dry human hands. 

They were returned to the waer 
"because this is a wildlife refuge, so 
everything we take we put back," she 
added. 

Fw Cosby, an interpreter at False Cape 
State Park, this seining was one of 
sevoal that are scheduled throughout this 
summer. 

But it was the first at the Wildlife 
Refuge: previous seinings were held at 
Little Island City Park, just north of the 
refuge.

Beach protection plan back on schedule

The $102.8 million Virginia Beach 
Eixm)n Control and Huiricane Protection 
Proj«:tis back on schedule and should 
be completed by the target date, 
September 2000, with the final phase, 
beach replenistoent, scheduled for the 
summer of ^X}I. 

Phil Roehrs, coastal engineer with the 
Public Works Department, told City 
Council at a work session Tuesday that 
last year's slowdown resulted when 
federal funds were not available to close 
contract. 

Ro^rs explained that a practice of the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers which 
allowed the corps to enter contracts 
without having all the money in the 



bank, something the city does not do, 
has been changed. He said that under die 
previous corps policy, three contracts 
were advertised but hi^to be pulled back 
because all the money was not available. 
There was no way the contracts could be 
awarded, he said. 

Another drawback will be avoted, 
Roehrs said, by the city's contracting for 
the steel needed for the phase of the 
proj^t, scheduled to start Oct. 1. whkh 
is available only overseas. 

Ordinarily, the contractor contracts f(x 
materials, but since the lead time for the 
steel is 90 to 1^ days, there would not 
be enough time between the contract 
award and the pro^ted proj^t's start to 
get the steel on time. 

With the city ordering the steel, whch 



will cost close to S2 million — only a 
deposit will be needed to secure die onder 
— tte steel will be here on time. The 
steel contract will later be transfatedto 
the contractor who will pay for the steel. 

WidHxit accelerating die steel rader, die 
completion date for the project, the 
construction of the seawall and boardwalk 
from 32nd to 40th Streets, will be 
delayed from May 1999 to die whiter (rf 
1999/2000. 

Even if die city ended up with die aeel 
aid no contractor for the project, die aeel 
can be transferred to die next contractor, 
Roehrs said. Hie cost of die steel aiso 
can be iqjplied to die city's share (rf' dw 
cost. Ilie local cost of the project is 
$32,236,750.

WATKt. WATER EVERYWHERE 

Waste not, want not 

Feast or famine? Flood or drought more 
aptly describes Hampton Roads' water supply 
situation. 

The area has been lucky thus far In the 
summer of '98. Unlike the two previous years, 
we have not been faced with the adage. 
"Water, water, everywhere, but nary a drop to 
drink," though bordered by the bay and 
ocean. Local farmers are breathing a sigh of 
relief, too. that crops aren't thirsting for llfe- 
glvlng precipitation. 

That doesn't mean, however, that we won't 
face a water crisis during the remainder of 
the summer months. That's one reason why 
it's always important for residents to maintain 
water-conscious conservation practices. 

Summer Is the perfect time to Uve by the 
the philosophy "Waste not, want not." 

The Hampton Roads Water Efficiency Team 
offers these water-conserving tips: 

■ Check toilets for leaks. Put food coloring 
in your tank and wait 10 minutes. If without 
flushing, colored water appears In the bowl, 
you have a leak. You may be wasting 100 
gallons a day. 

■ Replace old toilets with low-consumption 
toilets. Ultra-low flush toilets use no more 
than 1.6 gallons per flush. 

■ Use a wastebasket or ashtray instead of 
the toilet. Every cigarette or tissue flushed 
wastes three and a half to seven gallons. 

■ Place a plastic bottle In the toilet tank. 
Put an Inch of sand In a quart bottle to weigh 
it down. Fill the rest with water and In the 
tank. 

■ Take shorter showers. Older showerheads 
use five to 10 gallons a minute. 

■ Install water-saving showerheads. 

■ Take baths Instead of showers. 

■ Turn water off while brushing teeth or 
shaving. 

■ Check pipes for leaks. A small drip can 
waste 50 gallons a day. 

■ Use dishwashers and washing machines 
only for full loads. 

■ Turn off water when cleaning vegetables. 
Rinse them in a sink half filled with clean 
water. 

■ Keep drinking water In the refrigerator. 
Stop the wasteful practice of running the tap 
for cool water. 

■ If washing dishes by hand, don't keep the 
water running. 

■ Check faucets for drips that waste water 
24 hours a day. 

Following such rules of thumb Isn't hard to 
do. In fact, Hampton Roads residents should 
be veterans now. Every drop counts. — V.E.H.

One issue 
that we 
thought 
would need 
legislation, 
but Senator 
Schiock was 
able to 
handle 
through ad- 
ministration, 
was an equal- 
ization be- 
tween the 
payments 
that Medi- 
care would 
reimburse for 
public versus 
private health 
————— care givers. 
Sen. Schrock 
putabillinthat 
would effectuate this equalization, 
but the administration assured him it 
would be taken care of administra- 
tively. 

There were a few issues that were 
not wholly addressed by the General 
Assembly. That included providing 
additional funding for transportation. 
The General Assembly instead de- 
cided to continue the Commission on 
the Future of Transportation in Vir- 
ginia for another year. 

That commission h^ established 
last year that there was a $2 billion a 
year shortfall growing to $4 billion a 
year in needed transportation dollars. 
Tliat $2 to $4 billion a year figure will 
compound every year it is not ad- 
dressed. Also, additional funding for 
the State Health Department was not 
provided. This is a very controversial 
issue. 

That is because the formula estab- 
lished many years ago for health de- 
partment funding is detrimental to 
suburban and growing localities. 
Unless more funds are put into public 
health care, a change in the existing 
formula would jnxxluce winners and 
loso^. Virginia Beach would be a 
winner, fot instance, but Norfolk, 
Portsmouth, Newport News and 
Ikmpton would most likely be los- 
ers. 

Weare also unable to receive fund- 
ing for the Hurricane n-oiecUon 
Project and the Contemporary Arts 
Center. 

The General Assembly attempted 
to address the issue of personal prop- 
erty tax relief repeal of the car tax, 
and school construction funding dur- 
ing their regular session. However, 
they were unable to agree on these 
issues and adjourned in March to 
reconvene at the so-called special 
session in late April. During tlw ^- 
cial session, the General Assembly 
agreed on historic firsts for the Com- 
monwealth. 

Not in the last SO yeevs has the 
Commonwealth contributed in a 
meaningful way to public school con- 
struction costs. The Gemral Assem- 
bly took a b^y step along this {»th 
by appropriating $110 million over 
the next two yeais for school con- 
struction to be distributed by a for- 
mula. The formula will have each 
school district, and that we more 
than 100 in the Commonwealth, re- 
ceive a base of $200,000 and the 
^ainder of the money will be dis- 



Uibuted based on the number of sbi- 
dents each district has, and the com- 
posite index. 

The composite index is a fairly 
complicated formula that the Gen- 
eral Assembly has devised to provide 
aid to education based on a localities 
ability to pay. Fairfax, fw instance, 
for every 30 cents it gets from the 
Commaiweallh must put up 70 cents. 
In Virginia Beach, thankfully, for 
every 66 cents from the Common- 
wealth we are only required to put up 
34 cents. The General Assembly has 
established a Commission to come 
up with a long term formula for state 
aid to school construction. 

We believe that the existing for- 
mula with a base of $200,000 the city 
will actually benefit because of or 
low composite index number and the 
high number of students attending 
ourschools. We will receive approxi- 
mately $2.4 million a year over the 
next two years for capital construc- 
tion of schools. 

Although we have a backlog ap- 
proaching perhaps $300 million in 
Virginia Beach, and $6 billion state- 
wide we very much appreciate stq)s 
taken by the General Assembly. 

City Council, and indeed all the 
citizens of Virginia Beach, should be 
very thankful to our Delegation for 
their excellent assistance in looking 
out for the interests of the city. We 
send our thanks to Senators Fwbes, 
Schrock, Slolle and Walker and Del- 
egates Croshaw, Drake, McE>onnell, 
Purkey , Robinson, Tata, Wagner and 
Wardnip.

Up close and personal 

Gravis Sitnone: Love thy mighbor

At age 17, Travis Simone has already led 
a life of giving as fulfilling as someone 
three times his age. 

The rising Cape Henry High School senior 
has traveled to Nicaragua four times ot 
mission trips and to Haiti once. To raise 
money for his frequent journeys, the teen 
and a friend host "Salt and Sun" volleyball 
tournaments at the oceanfiront. 

Simone is gearing up for the next 
"ultimate beach festival" July 25, then he 
departs Aug. 6 for another trip to the 
Nicaraguan orphanage which he has 
adopted. The children there are the reason 
he keeps reuiming to Central America. 

"The kids know that we care and that 
every August and January we're coming 
back," said Simone. "We're doing it just for 
them. A lot of groups may come once and 
help out by building something, but we're 
coming for them alone." 

His companions on the missions are often 
other young people from Spring Branch 
Community Church. Sometimes, however, 
it's just Simone and Vinny Rosini, forma- 
youth pastor for the Virginia Beach 
congregation. 

Rosini's example inspired Simone to take 
the special mission trips. 

"Vinny kept going down there building 
these structures for the people, but he 
wasn't seeing the results. He'd go back the 
next year and it would be gone or not used. 
He wanted to do something that would last 
— build something that would last. So why 
not build a relationship that will never be 
torn down?" he wondered. "He decided 
instead he'd go to Nicaragua with the sole 
purpose of being with the kids and meeting 
their 'now' needs." 

Travis has joined Rosini on the trips since 
January 1995. Their sole purpose is to 
provide a week of fun to the youngsters, 
who otherwise wouldn't know what it's like 
to visit an amusement park or get ice cream 
at a local shop. 

"I think that contemporary Christianity 
really takes the view that we should go 
down there and meet Uieir long-term needs, 
which is good. But you also need to 
remember that these kids have immediate 
emotional, social and physical needs. I 
believe that often people go away on 
mission trips and are out there witi^ssing 
for the Lord, but they're not meeting the 
people. I don't see the great impact that it 
has," Simone explained. "This is relational 
evangelism — it's just loving them and 
trying to show that love abundantly." 

The teen says he is simply following the 
Golden Rule to "love your neighbor as 
yourself" 

"That's our vision. If building a 
relationship is the way to really affect their 
lives, we have to be committed to going 
back year after year and sacrifice year after 
year," he said. 

Though he's not fully fluent in Spanish, 
Travis does well enough to communicate 
with the youths. His trips have helped the 
the t^n develop his speaking skills to the 
point where he is now in Cape Henry's 
chapter of the National Spanish Honor 
Society. 

"The kids might not know a whole lot 
about me, but they do know me in another 
sense. It's holding their hand when they're 
crying because they're so sad. They get to 
be with someone who's fun, because they 
don't have much fun in this orphanage in 
the middle of nowhere," Simone explained. 

The missionaries like to spoil the chikben 
during their twice-yearly visits. They handout 
gobs of candy, uiough to make bellys rumUe 
from a sugar ova-load, and take them out for 
ice cream cones. Trips to the bejKih are ahvays 
a hit, as are visits to the theme park. 

"We want to give the kids all the little 
things — barfing on rides, eating so much, 
— all the fun things of childhood that you 
miss when you don't have parents and a 
good home," he said. 

Over spring break Simcxie and Rosini todc 
their most lecent trip to Haiti, where they 
stayed at a missionary outpost and visited 
several orphanages around the country. 

"Nicaragua is one level of poverty. Haiti 
is the next level of poor and desolate. In 
Nicaragua it's, 'Hey, we're poor, but we're 
chilling out.' In Haiti, it's 'Hey, we're poor 
and we're ticked off! ' They're mad about 




their situation." 

In August, they will return to their favorite 
Nicaragian or|^ianage. 

The trips do not come easily. To pay fa 
plane tickets, gifts and all the outing for the 
children, Simone and friend Daniel 
Strickland, a student at Norfolk Christian, 
put on ^xnts tournaments. 

"We hate the word fund-raiser — it's like 
the F-woi4 to us," the Croatan resident 
quipped. "We were having all these little 
events and only raising piddly amounts (tf 
money. But we like to go to the beach and 
play volleyball, so we figured why not do it 
and raise money, too?" 

"Salt and Sun" is the brainchild of that 
thinking. Last year's event drew about 12 
local church teams for tournament action. 
This year they're expanding, opening the 
event to whatever teams want to participate. 
The teens are also soliciting business 
sponsorships in their efforts to make it a 
"ftill-fwce" event 



Registration for the July 25 event is now 
under way. The action starts at 11 a.m. at 2nd 
Street at the oceat^ront.

Helps mark 
anniversary 
of airlifts

FRANKRJRT, Germany — TTje 
son of a Virginia Beach couple has 
only sec the stark images portrayed 
in black and white — photognq}hs 
of bomb shelters, food lines aid 
the devastation that enveloped 
Berlin, Germany. 

Air Force Master Sgt. David C. 
Boone doesn't remember the urgent 
sound of air raid sirens as diey 
warned of imminent bomb strike 
nm has he felt the brutal cold and 
hunger that was brought on de to 
dwindling supplies of food and 
coal. 

Boone, son of Ronald and Helga 
Boone of Virginia Beach, wasn't 
even bom when the U.S. led the 
massive airlift operation that 
supplied West Berlin's population 
with fuel and food between June' 
1948 tiirough S^tcmber 1949. 
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Now, SO years later, he is 
supporting U.S. and German 
festivities during the year long 
celebration that honors the Air 
Force, its people and the apentioa 
itaelf. 

"During the festivities, I {dayed 
the bagpipes with the Air Force 
Reserve Pipe Band. We he^ 
perform a musical commemorating 
the Berlin Airlift Anniversary, The 
concm was held for both American 
and Gemian dignitaries and included 
members of the U.S. Forces in 
Europe Band and Air Force Reserve 
Band," Boone said. 

Although the reason the U.S. 
intervened five decades ago is clear, 
the ever changing mission of 
people like the Boone is 
widMpread. With various missions 
in Europe, the Middle East and 
Africa, the American military 
element in Europe has continu«ito 
build, strengthen and promote 
intNnationtd relations. 

"I think it's important for the 
U.S. to keep forces in Europe in 
order to efficiently support 
peacekeeping and humanitarian 
missions. It also helps us maintain 
good relations with our allies and 
emerging democracies in Europe, 
Africa and the Middle East," sakl 
Boone, a 1977 graduate of 
Pembroke High School. 

Boone and the other airmen who 
came together to provide support 
during the anniversary shared a 
common interest but they all come 
from different backgrounds and ' 
draw their knowledge from different 
experiences. 

"I'm normally stationed at Scott 
Air Force Base, HI. I perform on 
the oboe and English hom with the 
U.S. Air Force Band of MW- 
America there. I'm also the 
noncommissioned officer in charge 
of the band and the chamber winds 
ensemble," Boone said. 

As festivities die down aid 
people return to their (tay-to-day 
missions, the importance of what 
was accomplished during the airlift 
thrives and lives on. And as long 
as Boone and the others who 
follow in his footsteps continue 
their mission of peace, their legacy 
will continue to strengthen and 
grow.

When the ladies of Tabernacle 
Methodist Church host their annual 
Lotus Luncheon uid bazaar diis 
Wednesday, they'll offer a new 
item for sale alongside the home- 
cooked foods, crafts and baked 
goods. Their new cookbook, 
"Through the Generations," will 
give you all of the informadon you 
need to prepare your own slewed 
tomatOM or fitesh duck at home. 

This year's festival will feature 
the traditional menu of ham or 
chicken salad, homecooked 
vegetables, potato salads and pies 
or cakn fiom 1 1 a.m. to 2 p.m. at 
the church at 1263 Sandbrid^Rd. 
Fh-oduce, baked goods, crafts and 
the brand-new cookbook will also 
be sold. 

The ladies, headed by festival 
chairman Ann Henley, have been 
preparing the cookbook unce 
January. In order to defiay 
publishing expenses, they set the 
type for the 300 recipes on dieir 
home computers. The menus they 
collected from church memben and 
they've included some "vintage 
recipes" from previous cooldxwks, 
including one that dates b^k to die 
l9SOs or early 196(te. 

"Some of Uiese people have been 
dead for forty years," said Henley, 
leaHng through the bcutered yeltow 
cookbook that was a {s-esent from 
h^ modier to her grandmother. 

The inscription insicte the front 
cover bears the date "1961" and 
Henley said that the cookbodc has 
long been out of print, but the 
recipes are still in demand.

KMsted wild duck or goose and 
roaned doves ot quails. 

There's lots of cake and pie 
recipes, too. Including some 
traditional pouiid cake recipes. 

"There's some of the old- 
fashioned pound cake recipes that 
call for a pound of sugar, a pound 
of flour, that type of thing," 
Henley said. 

Translating some of the <^ 
recipes into terminology that 
today's cooks can undmtand was a 
chaltonge sometimes, largely 
because dry ingredients are 
measured by cups rather than 
pounds now. 

"We've typed the old recipes like 
they were in the (original) book," 
Henley said, "but we put the newer 
measurements in parenthesis." 
Many of the recipes were written 
"as the people talked" and it was 
also a challenge to explain the 
directions in writing. 

The books, which are avail^le 
for sale at the church and will be 
featured in some local shops, 
feature recipes from about 60 or 70 
cooks, but it's worth buying the 
book just to get the awesone 
picture on the front cover, Tlw 
Rev. Jack Davis, the church's 
minister, photognq;>hed the 
picturesque white church, reflected 
in a pool of wattt, firom his front 
ywd across SancflMidge Road,

"I'm so excited," she said about 
that day's attendance and the 
response she got from the peq)le at 
the refuge, who included tourists, 
locals, senior citizois and Qierie's 
little sister, Anna, who's three 
months old. 

"We're visiting my brother here 
in Virginia Beach," Dave Grulich, 
the girls' father, said. "This is a 
nice thing they have going here." 
he added, referring to the seining. 
"And the beaches here are more 
natural; looking than in Florida. 
The dunes arc really nice ami the 
beaches aren't as crowded." 

Seining, Cosby explained, is a 
simple process of dragging a net 
through the water and collecting as 
many species as possible in the 
mt. 

She showed the group how to 
drag the 20-foot net at an angle, 
holding the poles down firmly in 
the tcMsing waves, to best cau;h the 
fish. 

Hie job waai't too hard since she 
was aided in her efforts by Butch 
Allen uid his son, Bobby, but on 
days when there's heavy surf she 
might have to move the activity 
across the refuge parking lot to 
Back Bay. she said. "But you catch 
the same stuff in the Bay as in the 
ocean," she added 

You never know what you might 
find, Cosby explained to the group 
befmv the activity began. "We're 
finding out that there are more 
critten living off of this coast than 
we thought," she told the chlklren. 
"Have you ever been swimming 
in the water and something bnidied 
by your leg? A lot of people don't 
know that so many animala live 



right here in tlw surf." 

The children, including Bobby, 
who recently moved here with his 
family from Kai^is, were 
fascinated to learn that there were 
crabs and jellyfish in the surf, and 
one youngster ran and hid behind 
his mother in mock fright at the 
mention of "ghost crabs." 

They iu^'t really ghosts, Cosby 
explained, laughing. They just got 
their name because they live 
underneath the sand and come out 
at night. 

The first animals that the kids 
saw, however, were the dragonflies 
theyimssedin their walk across die 
dunes. The dragonflies, Cosby 
explained, are interesting "because 
they haven't changed since the 
dinosaurs were here." They're also 
useful b»:ause they eat mosquitoes 
and flies. 

The kids also saw welk shells 
which, Cosby explained, "are like 
skeletons. Hiey're like your bones, 
except some animals have their 
bones on the outside." Although 
these shells are commonly called 
"conch" shells, conchs don't live 
north of IHorida, she added, and 
these shells were inhabited by 
slimy snails called welks. 

Tiny welks, encased in almost 
microscopic shells, and an egg 
shell case were among the items 
pulled in during the sdning. 

"These shells have tiny baby 
welks inside them," she explained. 
"Hiey're the same as Uiese," she 
added, holding up a larger shell, 
"they're just smaU. lliey'll grow as 
the welks grow." 

The kids also found, and 
identified, skate eggs cases, or 
mermaid's purses. 
Cosby also brought a box filled

with treasures, including a rib ftom 
a sea turtle found dead, that dw 
keeps in the contact station at die 
state park. She showed them to the 
children and told them a litUe about 
each species, including the giant 
sea turtles Uiat are often killed by 
boats. 

Many marine animals are so shy, 
she said, that very little is known 



about them, and most of what we 
do know we learned from animds 
that were found deadon the beach. 
"We know there are hartxff 
porpoises here," she said, 'Ijecause 
one washed up dead." A female 
pygmy whale and her calf, who 
were found stranded on the beach 
last fall, was also a learning 
experience for marine scientists. 



Cosby, who grew up in 
Richmond and attended Virginia 
Tech. admitted that she's still 
learning about the coastal 
environment, too. She moved to 
this area after she graduated, ard 
she's been working at False Cape 
State Park since this spring. 

She enjoys the seining so much, 
she added, that she doesn't even 
mind the five-mile drive up the 
unpaved roadfixMi her officeat the 
park to the refuge. The Mhers who 
attended this recent event tpeed 
that it's worth the effort to get 
there. 

"We had a great time," said 
Debbie Allen, who taught biology 
on the high school and college 
level when she lived in Kansas. "I 
was involved in the Missouri River 
Project when we lived out ih«e," 
she said. "My family wanted to 
just go to the beach today, but I 
told them Mom would have a fit if 
we didn't get to come here." 

Others were equally impressed 
with the refuge's pristine beach and 
the things that they could expkxe 
there. Cherie was impressed by the 
water's clear, silvery tones and. 
although Cosby explained that 
swimming is forbidden at the 
refuge, one little boy couldn't 
resist at least a quick sample of the 
briny water. 

"The water here tastes better than 
at Virginia Beach," he told his 
parents. 



The next seining is scheduled 
for Friday, July 17 at 10 a.m. at the 
refuge, Sarah's also offering 
imonlight and sunset canoe trips 
and tUgIa Ukes at the state park 
throughout the summer.

Of the 35 who said they woidd 
be willing to volunteer to inomoie 
the referendum.

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Lighthouse among area 's oldest living history

Aside from being one of Virginia 
Beach's oldest landmarks, ihc Oid 
Cape Henry Lighthouse is 
probably the most faffliliar local 
structure to residents and sightseers 
alike. 

The lighthouse and its grounds 
are encompassed by the Fort Story 
Military Reservation and an: 
considered part of Colonial 
National Historical Park. The oU 
lighthouse, the official symbol of 
the city of Virginia Beach, 
annually plays host to more than 
50,000 visitors. 

Old Cape Henry Lighthouse has 
been owned and operated since 
August 1930 by the Association 
for the Preservation of Virginia 
Antiquities (APVA), which is 
headquartered in Richmond. 

The APVA has recently installed 
ventilators to increase air flow 
between the original stone exterior 
and the brick liner of 1867. 

With the cooperation of post 
officials at Fort Story, the APVA 
has maintained the old lower over 
the last 68 years. 

This old lighthouse has the 
distinction of being one of the 
initial public works projects 
authorized by the First Session of 
the First Congress of the United 
States. 

Sandy Allen, an APVA 
employee at the historic site, 
estimates that as many as 500 
visitors a day have toured the 
lighthouse in recent weeks. 

"People come from evCTywhere," 
Allen rcmariced. 

"We had some Russians from 
Estonia. That was very unusual. 
They bought a lot of souvenirs to 
take home. We had some folks 
from Quebec. Lots of Germans. 
Lots of Scandinavians, too." 

This eight-sided, 90-foot tower 
has graced the shores of Cape 
Henry since 1791 when it was 
built of Rappahannock and Aquia 
sandstone by "bricklayer, builder 
and undertaker," John McComb Jr. 

"It's not one of the tallest, but it 
is the oldest federal lighthouse. It's 
part of American history," Allen 
noted. 

Originally, the contract for the 
Cape Henry Lighthouse called for 
the sum of $15,200 to which an 
adjustment of $2,500 was adcfcd 
because it was necessary to revise 
the initial plans for the structure's 
foundation. 

The contract also specifled that 
the building have the "shape of an 
octagon" with three windows in the 
east and four windows in the west. 
Another provision in the contract 
called for "electrical conductors to 
secure it from the effects of 
lightning." 

On March 31, 1791, the contract 
for the lighthouse was signed by 
Alexander Hamilton, representing 
the U.S. government, and John 
McComb Jr.

personal interest in the assignment 
of a keeper. Laban Goffigan, 
likely a man from Norfolk, was 
named the first keeper. 

Late in October 1792, the first 
fish oil lamps of the "Old Light 
Tower at Cape Henry" illuminated 
the entrance of the Chesapeake 
Bay. The old beacon served 
faithfully and continually until 
1881 when it was replaced by the 
adjacent cast iron suucture. 

Since its "retirement," the lantern 
and reflectors have been removed, 
and the original wooden staircase 
has long since been replaced by a 
steel one. 



In addition to its age, there is a 
remarkable sense of permanence 
about the ancient edifice itself. It 
has a solid look. It is built to last. 
One has a feeling that it will easily 
stand for anodier 200 years through 
northeasters, hurricanes, and 
thunderstorms. 

A visit to the old light tower is 
definitely not for the faint of heart 
or the terminally lazy. Forget 
about an elevator. In order to reach 
the dome at the top of the tower, 
con.siderable physical exertion is 
required. 

First, the visitor must 
demonstrate his or her resolve by 



climbing 104 steps up the hill, 
actually a stabilized .sand dune, on 
which the ancient structure is 
perched. Next, the explorer must 
rtnd the stamina to climb the 84 
steps up the circular, steel staircase 
within the tower. In addition, the 
visitor must further demonstrate 
determination by climbing an 
eight-runged steel ladder to an 
intermediate platform. 

From that platform, the caller 
must climb yet another steel ladder 
with six rungs and squeeze through 
a narrow, rectangular opening to 
the top. 

Upon reaching the summit, the

climber is finally rewarded with a 
magnificent view of both the 
Chesapeake Bay and the Atlantic 
Ocean. It is worth every step! 

Allen said, "It's a great view. 
You can sec way out. You can see 
lots of commercial vehicles. Navy 
ships, and sometimes dolphins 
playing." 

From within the copper, brass, 
and glass dome atop the octagonal 
tower, a visitor can safely rest from 



the arduous climb and relax for as 
long as might be desired before 
beginning the descent. 

The return trip is a piece of cake. 
It's all downhill. 



The Old Cape Henry Lighthouse 
is open for self-guided tours 
through the middle of November. 
It is open daily from 10 a.m. until 5 
p.m. There is a modest admission 
charge.

Henley, who had just brought in a 
pick-up truck load of com from the 
fields, took a break to relax in the 
cool Iveeze and talk about diis year's 
crop. All of his dogs have developed 
a taste for com this year, he said, but 
not to worry, there's plenty to go 
around for die humans as well. 

So far, he swd, this growing sca<!Of 
is "a little better than average" and 
die summer crops are coming in right 
on schedule. He began picking the 
early varieties of sweet and mixed 
corn earlier this month, and he 
expects that Silver Queen, the 
traditional Princess Anne county 
favorite, will be ready by this 
weekend.

Minimize fire risk 

The long, wet and mild winter provided 
perfect opportunities for the proUferatlon of 
plants and undergrowth once spring arrived. 

However, with the new growth and brush 
comes another hazard now that weather 
conditions have turned hot and dry — 
uncontrollable brush fires. 

Residents need only look at national news to 
see how similar conditions in Florida have fed 
wildfires that still burn out of control weeks 
after igniting. Whole counties have had to 
evacuate and scores of homes and businesses 
have been lost. 

Because the ground is so dry, almost 
anything can spark a blaze. Naturally, 
lightning is a contributing factor and one that 
cannot be controlled. 

However, there are several things that 
everyone can do to make sure an event as 
innocent as a backyard picnic does not turn 
into disaster. 

It is not only yards that are dry, bui also 
fields and woodlands. A windblown ember 
from a campflre may be all it takes to ignite 
an inferno. 

A few quick tips can help reduce the 
possibilities of an accidental fire: 

■ Take care and be aware of the dangers of 
outd6or burning. If conditions continue to 
stay dry, incineration of yard refuse and 
garbage may be halted. Check with local fire 
departments for regulations regarding 
outdoor burning and, if doing so, keep a 
water hose or bucket of water handy. 

■ Outdoor cooking can be dangerous if a 
grill flares up ag£ilnst overhanging foliage or 
tips over on the ground. Use minimal 
amounts of lighter fluid, never leave the grill 
unattended and keep a water hose or fire 
extinguisher handy. Also keep an eye on 
candles, torches and lanterns. 

■ If camping, never leave a fire unattended 
or smoldering. Douse the flames and cover 
over with dirt when ready to move on. Bring a 
portable fire extinguisher on the outing. 

■ Properly dispose of cigarettes and cigars. 
Do not toss out windows or vehicles or into 
the grass. 

If it appears a fire situation is getting out of 
control, call the fire department immediately. 
It only takes moments for an area to be 
engulfed in flames. Jeopardizing personal 
safety and property.

I've only been to a true casino two 
other times — one on the Indian 
resCTvation at Cherokee, N.C. two 
years ago and once to Las Vegas 
who) I was 20 and taking a cross- 
country trip. The latter time I was too 
young to gamble, and the Cherokee 
trip yielded me nothing but a head- 
ache fnm all the cigarette smoke. 

I've also been on a casino boat 
gambling cruise in Florida and as a 
kid (without Mom's OK) played the 
slots on a Scandinavian cruise ship 
when I was about 13.

Only a few gray-haired ladies and 
gents were already seated at stools 
and pumping quarters into die slots. I 
decided to do a quick trip around the 
casino to check out the thousands of 
machines. After making change, Evan 
immediately settled at one and began 
feeding it quarters. 

The place was huge. Shiny ma- 
chines banked the walls, lined up like 
soldiers for aisle aftia aisle and occu- 
pied every nook and cranny in the 
place. 

For the "big spenders" there was a 
special room of slots that only ac- 
cepted $2, SS and higher. 

The hall to the bathrooms was hned 
widi slot machines, and the center of 
the huge casino was a brand new 
luxury Mercury on a pedestal with 
SO-cent machines encircling it. If you 
hit the jackpot you'd get die car and 
cash totaling $25,000. 

I picked a standard-looking slot 
with brightly-colored cherries and 
bars to begin my gambling. That's 
when I realized diese slots weren't 
just fw quarters.

Afta steadily 
pumping in single quarters for about 
10 minutes, patriotic sevens — red, 
white and blue — appeared in the 
window. I was sure I had won. I 
waited for quartos to begin pouring 
out, but nothing h^)pened. 

Finally, I turned to the women next 
tome. 

"I don't undostand. This is sup- 
posed to be die big jackpot. See die 
picture? I'm supposed to get 2,400 
quartos now," I complained. 

"Well, how many did you bet?" 
she asked. 
"Just one," I said dumbly. 
"No wonder," she said. "You have 
to bet three quarters to get die big 
jackpot." 

I sat numb for a monent pondoing 
die £act diat I'd blown $600 in quar- 
ters because of a simple misundo- 
standing. Disgusted, I got up from 
the machine. 

By 1 p.m. die $100 was gone, as 
wasevoyoneelse's gambling money. 
No one else had hit it big eidier. We 
met at die inmt door to commiserate 
before heading to Aunt Lynn's hou.se 
for a family reunion. 

So what did I learn from my expe- 
rioice? For startos, I could have done 
a lot of diinp widi diat $100, which 
yielded me about 3-1/2 houn of oi- 
tertainment. 
Oh well, easy come, easy go!

A recoit shooting in a Richmond 
high school has shown how 
violence in schools is h^qipening 
right here at home. Sadly, our 
children are at risk and we need to 
take action now. 

Gov. Gihnore has responded to 
the danger of violence in Virginia's 
schools by forming a 35-membo 
GovOTior's New Partnoship Com- 
mission to . study the threat of 
drugs, gangs and violence in 
Virginia's schools. 

The governor's goal is to Qghi 
social problems that lead to 
violence by uniting die resources 
of law enforcement, schools, 
communities, businesses and 
churches.- 

"The threat of drup, gangs and 
violence remains a reality in ^ too 
many of our schools." said Gil- 
more. 'Togedier, we can get drug 
peddlen and gangs off the streets, 
keqi drugs and violence out of our 
schools and give our children 
greater hope and opportunity to 
fulfill their ^ams." 

Some ideas already being 
reviewed by the commission are 
extending die use (tf nMal detectors 
at some schools, police and 
security i»trols and dress codes. 
Hiese ideas may sound extreme, 
especm^y fn- diose of us who went 
to high sclKiols wtere the biggest 
problem with violence was a 
^ving match in die hallway. 

But dioe is no deoyii^ that the 
iHVakctown of many families aid 
the culture of violence that is 
availaUe to young peofie las made 
schools more dangerous than a

the situation otherwise is a failure 
by us all. 

The Gilmore administt^tion is 
taking an enlightened view of how 
to end violence in schools. The 
commission will study the 
problems of crime and violence 
comprehensively, not just with a 
law and ordo perqiecdve. 

"There is the heavy hand of law 
enforcement, and there is die 
human touch of health and human 
resources," said Claude A. AUen, 
secretary of health and human 
resource. 

Thoe may be need for expansion 
of counseling services in high 
schools, to make sure that troubled 
students have a place to talk and 
that potentially violent students 
can be identified and treated if 
necessary at m ea-ly stage. 

There is also be a need to teach 
values in our schools. Courses in 
ethics and die t^chinp of the great 
religions of mankind at die junior 
high school tevel might be able to 
convey to at least one student who 
wouldn't ordinarily get it, what is 
expected of them in terms of 
behavior and responsibility. 

Gov. Gilmore is right to react 
with speed to the shooting in 
Richmond's Armstrong High 
School. It should be a fsimary 
function of government that our 
children should be educ^ed in a 
safe scIkx}I, free from die duett d 
drugs, gffligs and guns. 

The Govcnxx-'s New Partnoship 
Ccmimissirai is a ^ep in the right 
direction. Let's make our schools 
safe aiKl drug free while we still 
cm.

Virginia needs to modernize its 
diinking if our state is to attract a 
compedtive woric force. In today's 
labor market, if we expect our state 
and local governments to be more 
efficient, they need to effectively 
compete for employees. 

But the ability to do this is 
greatly hampered by the current 
retirement plan sponscH-ed by die 
Virginia Retirement System 
(VRS). 

The time has come for state and 
local employees in Virginia to be 
givoi die same retironent 
ofqwrtunities diat are ofifoed to die 
employees of many private 
businesses. A "defined 
contribution" plan (similar to a 
401 (k) plan in private industry) 
offers substantially better 
retirement income to our state and 
local employees than does die 
current "defined benefit" ^m 
managed t^ die Virginia 
Retirement System. 

We've heard time and again diat 
state and k)cal governments do not 
compensate wo-kos at die sane 
pay level as their private seder 
CMBiteriMBts. lliis may or may not 
be die case. But. we haven't hcanl 
how the government empkiyeeiae 
being substantially "short chaqgHT 
with their current retireinett 
boiefits. 

Th^ fact is made cloir in a new 
study commissioned by die 
Thomas Jefferson Institute fa- 
Public Policy entitled, "P^An 
Reftmn f<x Virginia." 

According to this study, a 
retiring ^year employee of die 
state, earning an average of 
$30,000 a year, would mfce 
$33,000 a year Imi on^ Ae 
corrMt VRS plan than had dut 
onj^oyee invened in a 401 00- 
type plan as advocMed. That's a 
hig^ aveo^ inc^mie in 
rairaneiii tei Ms emirioyee made 
teu^ his OT Nr woiUng 



These numbers, and more, are 
outlined in die Thomas Jefferson 
Institute study and are based on 
much lower returns than die 
avoage stock maricet achieved o^^ 
die past 70 years. 

With a defined contribution plan, 
state and local govonment 
employees could be retiring with 
better incomes than when they 
w(nkol.The reason is simple: diey 
get die entire benefit of investing 
in the growing economy just as 
many employees are enjoying 
thanks to their private sector 
retirement plans. Today the 
Virginia Retirement System's 
defined benefit plan only allows 
sttfe employees to receive a pre- 
determined "guaranteed" retirement 
pension at amounts much less dian 
had these men and women been 
allowed to invest in our econcxny 
and enjoy the fruits of diose 
investments. 

If the state employee quits, is 
fired, or is downsized out of a job 
befne reaching retirement age, the 
employee receives even less if diey 
try to take their retirement finds 
widi diem to die new job. Ttey me 
allowed to take what is considered 
their «Hitribution plus 4 percent 
interest — die onpk}ys''s 
ccmtribution remains widi the sttte 
as does the acklitional inv^unent 
income earned on diat moi^y. 

The benefits of establishing a 
defined contribution plan as an 
Of^icMi for Virginia state and kical 
government employees fa- 
outweigh any of the sgumoits 
opposing siK:h an option. The 
cU^sic "Oh no, we shouldn't do 
that," is based on the smug 
assun^on ditt gov^nmoit 
Mqii^ees ae not mart owi^ to 
WHU^e their own Kmmal . 
u^omm so they n^d a h^p 
bw e aB CT M ic letim^it systen lo 
doitfordiem.

have until die end of diis year to 
switch dieir retirement funds into a 
401 (k) type program. New 
employees have had that fieedom 
for die last 10 years. 

As outlined in the Thomas 
Jefferson Institute study, die reality 
is that any 401 (k)-type defined 
contribution plan uses professional 
money managers and "^jproved" 
investment vehicles to help protect 
the employees retirement "nest 
egg." 

It's time to stq) trying to scare 
pditicians and employee with old- 
boogie-man stories and face die 
facts: a defined contribution plan 
option gives government 
employees better benefits, posonal 
control of their retirement Amds, 
quicker vesting and portability ctf 
benefits to a new job. And this 401 
(k)-type plan gives Virginia 
government no investment risk, no 
political risk, no imfunded liability 
while reducing costs, improving 
recruitment and it does ncH 
jecqHffdize the financial security of 
the current d^n«l benefit plan. 

The Jeffoson Institute study does 
point out that there will be 
government employees who don't 
want a 401 (k)-type plan. These 
employees will still have die 
qition (tf using that current plan. 

Viipnia should join die millitHis 
of inivaie sector and govonnent 
employees who current have die 
opportunity of investing for a 
better and more secure retiremoiL 
Not to (rffo this opportunity is to 
tell ow state and local on^^^es 
diat the govonmoit is smarto dm 
they are and Aat government will 
take erne of their retirement Tbm.

Steven M, WUl(e: SI Bright idea

Steven M. Wilke inhales hot apple pie, 
orange sherbet, strawberry shortcake and a 
boimty of other goodies all day long, yet 
never gains a pound. 

That's because these tasty treats never 
cross his lips. 

As proprietOT of WiUce's Wicks, a home- 
based scented candle-making business that 
he operates with wife Tonia, he knows the 
sweet smell of success. 

And it comes in other fragrances, too, 
from creme de menthe to banana nut bread. 
The Wilkes launched their business 
effl-lier this year and never counted on it 
igniting so quickly. 

"We both liked candles from the 
beginning and used to buy them at local 
stores, take them home and fragrance our 
house," said Steven, assistant commanding 
officer of corrections at the Virginia Beach 
SherifTs Office. 

"We went on vacation up to the Poconos 
and while up there noticed a lot of little 
shops. We were impressed with the quality 
of the candles for the money. I w(Midered 
how come we have to spend so much for a 
candle here in Virginia Beach and they 
don't even smell that good," he continued. 

That lit the flicker of an idea to 
investigate starting their own candle-making 
business. 

"We did a lot of research, visited the 
library, called wax companies and finally 
came up with the right recipes. Here we 
are," Steven smiled. 

Coming up with the right formulas and 
recipes was hit or miss. 

"I have to admit the first ones we made 
wwe actually pretty bad," Steven said. 

"Yeah, those were some sad little 
candles," wife Tonia chuckled. 

When Steven gets off work in the 
afternoon, he joins her in the garage for a 
few hours of candle making. Often they stay 
up until midnight working with hot wax, 
molds and fragrances to yield thousands of 
candles. Tonia also tjies care of the 
administrative aspect of the business. 

"It smells so good in there (the garage) 
that our neighbors are always commending 
on how good the driveway smells," Steven 
said. 

Because they don't have a store, the 
Wilkes sell their hand-crafted products at 
area craft fairs, home shows and right from 
the garage, which they call their shop. 

The collection boasts 54 fragrances, but 
tops 60 during the busy Christmas seasfxi. 
Tonia's favorite scent is pear berry and 
Steven's is lavender fw the way it relaxes 
him alier a long day on the job. Hot apple 
pie is the most popular seller, and the 
Wilkes sell flieir candles in jars, crocks, 
votives, gift pack and cake form. 

"We sell a lot of candles, and it's all 
word of mouth," Steven said. "Just a couple 
of month ago we ordered 5,000 labels and 
now we're down to only 1,500 — and some 
don't even have labels. That's a lot rf 
candles." 

The Wilkes never get "burned out" with 
their craft, though Steven admits to getting 
tired physically after a full day on two jobs. 
"We hand pour all our candles," he said 
proudly. "It's a lot of work, but the quality is 
so much better. The key to a good candle is 
a good formulation of waxes and additives 
and the right wicking. The problem with 
manufactured candles is they use cheap 
products and have a lot of overhead to deal 
with." 

Wilkes's Wicks is strictly a family 
operation. Tonia's mother and father, Tony 
and Ann Kolantis, are the official fragrance 
testers. 

"It's something we've woriced very hard at 
because you invest so much trying to get it 
right," Steven said. "You can't imagine how 
much wax we threw away when we first 
started." 

Aside from being a small luxury that most 
people can aMtxA, Steven says there are two 
reasons candles have grown so 
tremen(k)usly in pc^ularity in Kxxai years. 

"People don't have to use candles for 
lighting anymore like they used to, but it's 
the smells. They're burning them to mask 
odors and bring back memories like 
grandma's kitchen. And it goes back to 
caveman days, too — fires re[Hesent 
warmth, hone."

"Water comes out of the tixuncs 
in the hall," she said. "It's 
condensation. You can see the 
circles in the halls from the water 
where the floor needs to be 
replaced." 

She also spoke stoically of the 
small size of the library which 
needs additional electrical luminals 
for children to check out books, the 
small bathrooms with old 
plumbing, and the air conditioning 
system which was put in several 
years ago. 

"We do the best we can but we 
are old and we have the old things 
here," she said. 

Garrett led the group to the 
kitchen, where the cafeteria workers 
heat up stoves and swelter in the 
unair-conditioned room. 

"The kitchen is about two thirds 
of the size it should be," Gannett 
said. Although it is below standard 
with two sinks instead of three, the 
school has passed code. 

She next led visitors to the clinic 
conveniently placed next door to 
the office. 

"The clinic is too small," she 
said. "Office equipment is kept in 
the clinic. The office is too small." 
Helen Moore, principal at 
Bayside Elementary School, spoke 
of problems which included 
ventilation, structural and security 
concerns there. 

A strange odor in one classnxHn 
may have been the cause for a 
teacher to become sick and lose her 
voice, explained Moore. She sakl 
that the noisiness of the heating/air 
conditioning units could make it 
hard to hear the teacher for those 
students who sit in that part of the 
room. 

The din of the units worried ho- 
particularly for the effect it could 
have on at-risk students. 

"One of the crucial components 
is the noise level," Moore said. But 
she also explained that the 
building's lack of foyer at the 
entrance is unsafe for students 
moving down the hall. 

"If adults move in, it would be 
easy to be kidnapped," she said. 
Other structural problems include

buckling of the tile floor, a variety 
of cracks throughout the building, 
stains on some walls, some broken 
ceiling tile, leaks from the roof, 
problems with pigeons roosting, 
chipping paint, and the lack of 
sufficient electricity. 

"If we plug in all the ctxnputers 
we do not have coffee." Mowe 
said. "This is a fire problem 
waiting for a real accident" 

Emily Davis, principal at 
Shelton Park Elementary School, 
displayed a book of the schools of 
Norfolk County printed the year 
after the school was built. 

"In 1955, we were featured as the 
new school," she smiled. 

The school has remodeled several 
rooms. 

"All the computers are in an dd 
bathroom," she said. The foyer of 
the auditorium is used as a 
conference room, former storage 
rooms are now used for reading 
recovery, and the boiler room is 
now a special education room. 

But there are als) problems. 

"We have had rain coming in 
when we had to keep the win(k)ws 
open for the [computer] wires, she 
said. 



She noted that due to the unique 
configuration of the library, she 
could not easily speak to the entire 
faculty there. There are also three 
different sets of heating and 
lighting apparatus and classes in 
every room of the building and in 
portables. 

Michael Storm, principal at 
Hermitage Elementary School, said 
that the school was built in 1964. 

"The structure itself is in need of 
architecuiral repair," he said. 

"Some of the major weaknesses 
would involve lack of a sprinkler 
system, lighting needs, space. 
Space is a big need." 

Like other schools on the tour. 
Hermitage has several portable 
classrooms, has storage needs, and 
must upgrade its electrical system. 
It also needs to enlarge the bus area 
to accommodate the 14 buses that 
will be bringing students to 
school. 

But one of the most noticeable 
problems is the security headache 
caused by the outside doorways to 
each classrooms and the numerous 
alcoves. 

"We have security needs," sakl 
Storm. 
The constant work of the school 



system staff to keep up facilities 
was highlighted by Lee C^well, 
principal at Luxford. 

"We are polishing it all the 
time," she said. "We take good care 
of it." 

The school, which opened in 
1961, saw the addition of a new 
gym in 1991. Unfortunately, in 
1996, a problem with structural 
support caused the need for support 
Im^cs to be added with the fall of 
the support beam in Room 13. 

'"The school system and 
counseling were so quick to 
assist," she added "We got a new 
roof in 1996." 

Jerri Tata, a member of the 
School Board, was among the 
group that examined the schools. 

"I am hoping that Bayside 
Elementary School is really on the 
list to be renovated because it 
really is a lot older and in need of 
help," she said during the tour of 
that school. She was also 
impressed with the information 
givoi by the principals. 

The schools on the tour are those 
slated for renovation if the school 
bond referendum passes Nov. 3. 
With a typical age of 38 years old, 
the schools are Arrowhead 
Elementary School, Bayside 
Elementary School, Shelton Park 
Elementary School, Hermitage 
Elementary School, Louise 
Luxford Elementary School, 
Pembroke Meadows Elementary 
School, Pembroke Elementary 
School, Woodstock Elementary 
School, Kempsville Elementary 
School, Thalia Elementary School, 
Malibu Elementary School, 
Trantwood Elementary School, 
Brookwood Elementary School, 
Lynnhaven Elementary School, 
Windsor Woods Elementary 
School, Creeds Elementary School, 
and Kempsville Meadows 
Elementary School. 

The 17 projects would be done in 
phases over a period of five to 
seven years and are expected to cost 
about $132,821,674.00. Of that 
amount $76.7 million would be in 
1998 school bonds if the 
refnendum passes. Allocations are 
included in the city's capital 
improvement prognun.

classifications of citizens who are 
in favor or opposed to the 
refoendum. 

Neither the city nor the School 
Board are pemiitied by law to spend 
public funds to urge citizens to 
vote for or against the issues. 
However, according to the city 
attorney's office, they can use 
public money to provide 
information. 

Schrock said that the Friends has 
a large cadre of volunteers, 
available speakers and a web site. 
He said that the campaign to 
promote the referendum will be 
launched at the Friends' book sale. 
Historically, he said that in 
Virginia library referendums have 
been successful. 

The city supporting the library 
referendum are supporting 
enhancing library services by 
modernizing or upgrading four 
libraries, replacing two hixafties 
with larger facilities, building two 
new libraries, adding moe 
electronic resources and staff and 
opening all libraries on Sunday. 



Even with the improvements, 
library director Marcy Sims sakl 
that the city will still be d^cient 
in floor space under state standards. 

Nancy Classman, president of 
Continental Research, said that her 
survey did not mention the school 
survey in connection with the 
library referendum questions, but 
did say that the citizens were 
informed that there might be otha- 
referendums on the ballot. She 
attributed the somewhat divergent 
results in the two surveys to the 
fact that the Wessex survey was 
done basically for the schools and 
the questions leading to the library 
questions woe school-related. 

Classman also said that the 
questions were asked based on a 
$2.83 a month increase for a home 
valued at $100,000 because the 
concept was easier to mdastaad 
than a tax rate iiKrease. 

The library survey found that 
favoring the referendum were 75.5 
percent of the respondents with 
children — the survey was made by 
telephone — opposed to 72.4 
percent of those with no children; 
75 percent of Caucasians, compared 



to 69.1 percent of other races; 87.1 
percent of new residents compared 
to 68.4 percent of very long term 
residents; 76.3 percent of those 
who are married compared to 72.5 
percent of those who are not 
married. 

Three percent of the citizais 
would favor the library referendimi 
at a lesser tax rate while 26.2 
percent were opposed to the 
referendum at any rale. 

By the responses citizens want 
the modernization of the Windscv 
Woods and Great Neck libraries 
with an addition; upgrading of the 
Central and Kempsville libraries; 
the replacement of the Oceanfiront 
and Bayside libraries; new libraries 
for Green Run and the General 
Booth corridors, adding more 
electronic resources and staff and 
opoiing all libraries on Sunday. 

The school referendums includes 
a library at the Cre«ds Elementary 
School which will serve both the 
community and the school. 

Currently, Sims said that aaly 
two libraries are open on Sunday 
from 1 to S p.m. Under the 
proposal, all libraries will be open 




on Sundays all year round and the 
hours extended at least to noon to 5 
p.m. 

Councilman Linwood Branch ED 
asked whether the schools and the 
libraries would work together or 
have separate campaigns. 

Sims said that the two groups 
have clearly made inroads tovmd 
working together. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said she 
found that people concerned about 
education are also concerned about 
libraries. 

As to successes in situations 
where there were more than one 
referendum, Obemdorf said that in 
1987 three refoendums were on the 
ballot — the reo'eation centere, the 
schools and the library, and all 
passed. She said that council 
members also were very active in 
the campaigns. She assioed council 
members that they could legally 
state their feelings about the 
refoendums. 

Most supportive were citizens in 
the 18-25 age group where a 82.7 
potent approval r^ was 
registered. The lowest approval 
rate, 66.1 percent, occurred in the 
65 or older age group. 

Also, people in the $40,000 to 
$59,000 salary range group were 
most likely to be in favw — 74 
percent while the lower rate of 
approval — 59.5 percent — 
occurred in the under $20,000 
income group.

Summer crops abound 
at Pungo area farms

Meanwhile, over on Muddy 
Creek Road, Robert and Juanita 
Bums opened their blueberry fields 
to customers last week. This year's 
crop, while plentiful and sweet, 
began to ripen a little late because 
of a hard frost in March. 

Unusually mild weather in 
February forced the eaiiio' 
blooming blueberries into bud too 
early, Robert Burns said, then 21- 
degree temperatures in March killed 
some of the young blooms despite 
their efforts to save them. 

"We ran our sprinkler for 48 
hours," he said, referring to a 
sprinkler system designed to 
protect buds from late frosts, "but 
the cold still killed a lot of the 
blooms." 

Since then, though, the weather's 
been more favorable, and this 
year's blueberry and blackberry 
crop are both good. The 
blackberries should be available for 
about three more weeks, while 
Bums expects that the blueberries 
will last until late August or early 
September. 

The Burns also sell the 
blueberry, raspberry, blackberry and 
strawberry jellies that Juanita 
makes. She also makes jellies and 
vinegar blends from the elephant 
garlic that has become a specialty 
of the Bums farm, and the couple 
also sell the cloves of fresh garlic. 

This year, there's a new novelty 
item at Pimgo Blueberries. 

The couple is growing and 
selling blue potatoes, a small 
potato with an earth-colored skin 
and a blue interior that is native to 
Peru. Bums said that he and his 
wife discovered the potatoes, liked 
them "and we thought the folks 
down here would like them toQ." 

These potatoes, which are 
sweeter and more flavorful than 
most white potatoes, are best 
boiled or baked. Bums said, '^and 
you can sprinkle a little garlk; salt 
on them if you want." 

For those who like to fish, the 
Bums have also stocked catfish in 
their farm ponds "so that you can 
catch your dinner and pick your 
(tessert," Bums said. 

But a newborn pig and baby 
pygmy goats are probably the 
biggest hit at Pungo Bluebemes 
right now. 

Th^e animals, along with their 
paroits, and several varieties of 
chickens and ducks enjoy the 
attention, and the treats, that the 
younger customers bring them.

The mother pig, in fact, has 
become so well-fed that she's 
developing a weight problem, and 
the Burns have posted a sign 
asking visitors not to feed her right 
now. "She's overweight," the sign 
explains. 

Bums, like Henley said that it's 
impossible to predict what the rest 
of the growing season will be like. 
"Usually it gets a little dry (during 
the summer)" he said. "But this 
year it's been so weird you never 
can tell." 

Extension agent Cal 
Schiemann said that recent rainfalls 
have been spotty and, he added that 
one to one-and-one-half inches of 
rain are ideal during the summer. 
Still, he said, this season has been 
a good one so far, and "everything 
is running right on schedule. Folks 
just need to head to Pungo." 

Bums asked that customers call 
at 721-7434 to make sure there are 
plenty of ripe berries before tfiey 
come. Last weekend's mild weatho- 
brought out a bumper crop cf 
pickers, and the cool nights may 
have slowed the ripening process a 
little "so call before you come to 
make sure you won't be 
disappointed." 

Henley offers a variety of pick- 
your-own or already piclred pnxkice 
throughout the summer, and this 
fall he'll have fall crops of green 
beans and lima beans, pumpkins, 
collards and broccoli. 

Meanwhile, try this summer's 
tomatoes and elephant garlic in this 
recipe, loaned by Juanita Bums.

Some Virginia Beach residents who 
were targeted by hate graffiti in their 
neighborhoods on the Fourth of July 
received a rouitd of community support 
in dealing with the issue — this time by 
community relation experts and civic 
leados. 

Mayor Mcy«aE. Obemdorf leda city- 
sponsored forum entitled "Coming 
Together: Aftermath and Beyond" last 
week at the Salem Middk School. 

Atonl .180 pccpie. including resutents 
from the taigeted neighborhoods, polfce 
officers, community and civic leaders, 
school officials and ccmcemed citizens, 
packed the school cafeteria to hea-a panel 
discussion on the issue. Hiey then voiced 
their own opinions in smaller groups as 
they sought solutions to the problem. 

"I am heartsick about the vandalism 
and graffiti," Obemdorf said. "But what 
was meant as an act to divide us brought 
us closer together and will make us 
strongCT." 

She suggested three ways to a>mbat 
the siuiation — education, under^anding 
and working tc^ether. 

"This is not a city of racists," she 
emphasized, "and we will not tolerate 
criminal acts." 

The forum stemm»l from the July 4th 
incid«]t where residents of Salem Lakes, 
Timberlake and Wyndamere awoke to 
find about 30 homes, cars and feix^ 
spray-painted with hate messages aimed 
at Jews, Asians, blacks and 
hom(»exuals. 

Although r^ighbors helped i^ighbors 
wash and paint over the targeted seas, 
questions and a sense of being vwiated 
still remains. The forum was designed to 
offi^ support to the communities affected 
and seek solutions in dealing with any 
prd)fems in the fiituie. 

Police Chief Charles Wall, who fcads 
whitt is craisidered to be one of the safest 
cities in the nation for its pc^lation, 
condemned the vandalism and promised

five were above 80 percent

Museum's TowerCAM has 
its eye on the oceanfront 

New technology 
unveiled debuts 
to public July 31

Fielding Tyler, the executive director 
of the Old Coast Guard Station 
Museum, knows a good idea when he 
thinks of it. 

Tyler's brainchild, a new, interactive 
exhibit called TowerCAM, is now a 
reality Since the dynamic technology 
was unveiled last week, museum 
visitors have been afforded the same 
view of the sea and shore that station 
crewmen had from the tower. 

TowerCAM incorporates a video 
camoa, monitor, and computer system 
into a unique interactive system that 
enables visitors to identify types of 
ships, the ports of Hampton RoekIs, 
and assorted local landmarks. 

To scan the horizon for ships and 
identify them according to type, die 
viewer can change both the focus aid 
angle of the tower mounted camera. 
By matching a menu of silhouettes on 
the computer screen with an tnuige 
viewed by the camoa, Uie visitors are 
able to identify a variety of 
commercial and Naval vessel types. 

With the help of Ann Dearman, the 
museum's ediK;ation/program director, 
and the technical expertise of Mark 
Vang from Freya Ventures, the touch- 
screen computer exhibition will be 
completely operational by July 31. 

Tyler claims that the idea for a 
camera on the tower came to him 
several years ago — while he was in 
the dwwer. 

At first, Tyler was unsure that the 
technology was available to supp(»t 
his idea, but a visit to a scimce 
museum in Greensboro, N.C. 
WMifirmed that the technology existed. 
When he contacted Mark Vang, Tyler's 
original camera concept came togelh^ 
with Vang's expertise in exhibit 
technology. Vang assured Tyler that

In light of these tra;^edies,"^he 
American Red Cross has responded-..^j 
common sense Information for prepai " 
on and around the water. 

Drowning Is the second leading cause of 
death from unintentional injuries for those 
aged 5 to 24 and the fourth leading cause of 
death from unintentional injuries for all ages, 
according to the National Safety Council's 
1996 Accident Facts Report. 

Drowning can occur in home pools, 
community pools, oceans, lakes, water parks, 
bathtubs — even large water buckets. 

Water safety Is everyone's concern. 
Certainly, more lives can be saved if people 
learn to swim, know how to perform CPR and 
use caution in, on or around the water. 

The American Red Cross ocean safety tips 
highlight the need to learn to swim, stay 
within the designated swimming area, and 
especially, never to swim alone: 

■ Learn to swim. The best thing anyone can 
do to stay safe In and around the water is to 
learn to swim — adults and children alike. 
The Red Cross has swimiping courses for 
people of any age and swimming ability. 

■ Stay within the designated swimming 
area, ideally within the visibility of a 
lifeguard. 

■ Never swim alone. 

■ Check the surf conditions before you 
enter the water. Check to see if a warning flag 
is up or check with a lifeguard for water 
conditions, beach conditions or any potential 
hazards. 

■ Stay away from piers, pilings and diving 
platforms when in the water. 

■ Keep a lookout for aquatic life. Water 
plants and animals may be dangerous. Avoid 
patches of plants and leave animals alone. 

■ Make sure you always have enough energy 
to swim back to shore. 

■ Don't try to swim against a current if 
caught In one. Swim gradually out of the 
current by swimming across it.

Virginia Democrats and the end of an era 



Reflections on a

Watching the decline and fall of 
the Democratic Party of Virginia 
has been similar to watching a hw- 
ror movie in slow motion, or hav- 
ing a nightmare when you can tell 
what is going to happen, but are 
powerless to do anything about it. 

For more than a century the 
Democratic Party reigned sujKeme 
in the Commonwealth of Virginia. 
The Democrats controlled the 
House of Delegates, the state soi- 
ate and all three statewide offices. 

With the exception of a couple of 
Republican statewide office hotdets 
in the 1970s, the political dynasty 
continued to shape the common- 
wealth from Harry Byrd to Doug 
WildCT. 

It has taken just five years for the 
complete collapse of tJiis dynasty. 
Since that time. Virginia Demo- 
crats have lost the governor's man- 
sion and failed to reclaim it, losing 
in landslides. 

The Democratic farm team fw 
governor has been wiped out, with 
Republicans now laying claim to 
all three statewide offices. 

The Virginia Senate is now in 
control of the Republicans and a 
surviving band of Democrats hang 
on by their flngemails to a mod- 
icum of influence by maintaining a 
tie in the House of Delegates. 

Not to mention that the Old Do- 
minion has not voted Democratic 
in a presidential election in my 
lifetime. 

The defeat of the Democrats has 
been achieved by the Republicans 
with lightning speed and brutal ef- 
ficiency. What should trouble 
Democrats across Virginia, and 



provide comfort for Republicans, is 
that the party of Jefferson and Jack- 
son appears to be bewildered and at 
a loss as to how to respond to the 
challenge of two-party politics. 

What should sadden long-time 
Democrats is that they have been 
cast as the party of the elite. Re- 
publican leaders George Allen and 
Jim Gilmore have captured the 
populist ground in Virginia poli- 
tics. 

Allen heard the people when they 
clamored for tough action against 
crime. He provided a simple and 
powerful message to voters — Re- 
publicans will abolish parole. Jim

Gilmore heard the people's com- 
plaint that they were paying too 
much in annual property tax. A 
simple but powerful answer came 
from Gilmore — abolish the car 
tax. 

On the other side of the fence. 
Democrats hemmed and haw^and 
cut the loaf down the middle. Per- 
haps a car tax reduction of some 
type. This acknowledged that Gil- 
more was right 

When people were confionted 
with the choice of no car tax and a 
light car tax, guess which they 
[Hcked? 

As time goes on. Gov. Gilmore 



snapped up Democratic issues be- 
fore the public even identified die 
Democrats as being for the idea 
Smaller class sizes? Gilmore 
throws some of the surplus tiiat 
way. 

In tltese times of plenty, the gov- 
ernor can afford to consolidate the 
gains of the GOP. 

What is the answer for Virginia 
Democrats? A comeback in the 
state senate elections coming up in 
1999? It will be tough. Many 
Democrats are facing retirement age 
and they are now in a minority, 
which assures that the (jOP will 
have the money to outgun the 
Dems in 1999. 

Rallying around the Democrats 
in the deadlocked House of Dele- 
gates? There arc few inviting tar- 
gets for the Democrats to pick up 
seats. They will run localized races 
and try to scrap and claw just to 
stay aUve. 

If that means agreeing with the 
agenda of a popular R^ublican 
governor, well that just might be 
what it takes to survive. 

For Virginia Democrats to sn^ 
out of their stupor, it will take a 
leader who is willing to change the 
tide of the Old Dominion, not just 
som«Mie hoping to ride the waves. 

Otherwise, the small brand of 
party faithful can gather at party 
conventions and remember how it 
used to be in the old days, and Vir- 
ginia will once again become a 
one-party ststtc.

Until Turner 
bought the movie and stated 
showing it on television, as well 
as selling video copies of it, seeing 
GWTW when you wanted to was 
harder than sneaking a peek a 
Playboy bunny pictures. 

Filmed in 1939 (after Vivian 
Leigh learned on Christmas Day 
1938 that she was Scarlett O'Hara), 
the movie is almost 60 years old. 
There are people around who know 
ev«y line of the movie and the real 
and suge names of every one 
OMUtected with it. 

Of its ^reat actors and actresses, 
whom we grew up thinking of as 
our relatives or enemies, only 
Olivia de Havilland and Butterfly 
McQu^n (aid maybe the boy who 
played Melanie's baby) are still 
around. The cast of "Gone With the 
WiiKl" is gone with the wind. 

The GWTW dialogue seems a 
little hackneyed today, mostly 
b«:ause we all know it by heart. 
S^ing it over aid ov» has all of 
the familiarity and familial warmth 
of wMching dd hoote movk^. 

GWTW did not tead the recoit 
list of the 1(W best movies 
C'Citizen Kane" did), but it ranked 
in the top five.

Thirteen members of Park and 
Recreation Staff firom the various 
recreation centers take their respon- 
sibilities very seriously and wok as a 
team.

■ The fourth annual Safety Camp 
was held April 13-18 at Great N«;k 
Conwnunity Recreation Center and 
Park.

Activities included casino 
games, swimming, D.J. and dance, 
pool and basketl»ll tournaments, 
bungee run, sumo wrestling and mov- 
ies. Staff from many different city 
agencies and volunteers supervised 
dieevent Staffcosts werereiinlMiis^ 
by SDPSCA grant funds dmMgh the 
school system. 

■ The second annual Quoting for 
Success Camp for middle school stu- 
(tents was held April 13-18 and fo- 
cused cm youth issues. Topics in- 
cluded conflict resolution, how to 
talk to your parents, sexually trans- 
mitted disease awareness, substance 
abuse, managing finances and int^- 
viewing ^lls. Sessions were taught 
by representatives from various city 
and private sector agencies. 

Established Teen Councils at each 
recreation center and encouraged 
teens to participate in citywide Teen 
Council. Teen Councils are advisory 



groups that work with recreation staff 
to identify programming needs and 
discuss youth issues and concerns. 

■ Helped promote the Options 
Choices and Consequences (O.C.C.) 
Program offered by the police de- 
partment. Approximately 30 youths 
from various recreatirai centers at- 
tended a session offered at Kemps ville 
Recreation Center on July 17, 1997. 
Attendance was less than anticipated 
due to inctement weather. TheO.C.C. 
program was desiped by the Vir- 
ginia Beach Crime Prevention unit to 
teach the medical and legal conise- 
quences of violent behavior and offer 
altenuuive chokes. 

■ Assisted in promoting the 
R.O.A.D. (Reaching Out Against 
Drugs) program atMountTrashmore 
on Octd)er 25, 1997. PLAY team 
members offered team building ac- 
tivities to youth during the event. 

■ Promoted the Fathers in Train- 
ing basketball tournament held at 
SeatackCommuni ty Recreation Cen- 
teronJuly 19, 1997. The tournament 
was designed by staff of the Virginia 
Beach Community Services Board to 
create a positive recreational experi- 
ence for young fathers and their chil- 
drai. 

■ Established a transportation team 
to look at transportation problems 
which prevent youth from utilizing 
the recfeation centers after school. 

£>eveloped alternative discipline 
programs for use at recreation cen- 
ters. Youth are offered the ofqwrtu- 
nity to perform community service 
hours instead of being suspended. 
Behavior contracts are used and pa- 
rental involvement is encouraged. 

■ Currentiy expanding the youtii 
volunteer programs at each lecre-' 
ation cento" and citywide {nograms. 
The volunteer programs are designed 
to teach responsibility and job skills. 
It is also an ORwrtunity for PLAY 
teams staff to serve in a mentor role. 

■ Currentiy working on an Out of 
School Suspoision pilot jnogiam to 
be offered at Great Neck and Bow 
Creek Community Recreation Goi- 
ters in collaboration witii tiie schools. 
Recreation staff would provide the 
Corrective Thinking and recreation 
components of the program. The 
school system would provide aca- 
demic instruction, tranqxwtation and 
lunch. 

Cunently woddng toward le-es- 
taUidiiqg the FoUceAtiileik League 
program at each recreation center. 
Seatack Community Reaeittirai Cen- 
ter has the only active program. 

The list could go on and on but I 
thinkyou can get the idea.

^Forrest Mclntyre: '"Distinct cdCing'

Ci^jL Pbrrest Mclntyre's typical work day 
begins at 7 a.m. and doesn't end until 1 1 or 
12 hours later. He rests easy at the end of 
the day knowing that during that time he 
has ministered to souls, put lives on the 
road to recovery and responsibility, and run 
a successful business. 

He does all diis at the Salvation Army 
Adult Rehabilitation Center (ARC) in 
Virginia Beach. 

Located on Virginia Beach Boulevard, 
most people know the facility as one of the 
area's largest Salvation Army reuil 
operations by its vast sttnefront. Behind the 
scenes, however, 90 men battling drug or 
alcohol addictions are receiving in-house 
counseling and work rehabilitation though a 
90-day program. 

After 20 years in various shipboard and 
shore duty stations, Mclntyre retired from 
die Navy in 1984 with the rank of chief 
petty officer. In August that year, he and 
wife Carolyn dedicated themselves to new 
service with the Salvation Army and 
entered officers training. Their service 
stations have included Ocala and Orange 
Park, Fla.; Dallas, Texas; and Oklahoma 
City, Okla. 

The couple came to Virginia Beach two 
years ago to minister to the needs of ARC 
clients and the community. 

"Salvation Army has always been my 
church. I grew up in it," said Mclntyre. 

"I felt the calling as a teen to come into 
full-time work with die Salvation Army. 
However, young people don't always foltow 
duDugh and I joined die Navy instead. The 
whole time the Lord kept calling back to 
me, so back in 1984 we went into the 
ministry. It's not an easy diing to do, but it's 
challenging and rewarding. That's what 
makes die difference." 

At the ARC Mclntyre works to put lives 
marred by drugs and alcohol addictions 
back on d»e right tr^k. 

"We try ro get diem back into the real 
wcH-ld. We ask them to commit to 90 days, 
though they can stay longer. We put diem 
duottgh worship, get diem tested iat TB and 
HIV, feed them diree times a day lot seven 
days a week, put them in AA and odier 
courses, and tiy to put them back into 
society," he explained. 

Clients put in a 40-hour week and get job 
training in a variety of fields — 
television/stereo/small appliance repair, 
carpentry, sorting and hanging, pick-up 
sovice, cleaning or food i»eparation. 

"This place puts yon ro die test when 
you're dealing widi 90 different 
personalities and they're coming off 
addictions. I try to get to know the men and 
speak to diem at least once a day, but it's 
usually more like four or five times. I'm 
available just for talking if diey need it." 

As administrator for die center, Mclntyre 
starts off his day with morning watch, 
providing instruction for the day, followed 
by a devotional. He meets widi the various 
supervisors and then gets to paperwork. 
Hiroughout the day he checks in on die 
various programs at the cento and oversees 
qierations. 

That's just the ARC side. The retail 
qieration is a whole other story. 

"I have to make sure die money is here at 
the end of the month and that everyone and 
die bills are getting paid," he added. 

Mclntyre conducts church services diree 
times a week, manages a fleet of 25 
vehicles, oversees a budget of $110,000 and 
even plans moius. 

"You just have to know how to do it all," 
he chuckled 

Caroline, his wife of 29 years, is director 
of special services and assists in making die 
lives of ARC clients easier. As a couple, 
they must always be ready to pick up and 
move to a new duty station on 30 days' 
notice. 

"The Salvation Army is here as a service 
to the community," Mclntyre explained.

he said. "Once I quit, 1 had more 
time foftmy art. which was what I 
leaUywwited to do." 

While in college. Romano 
witnesaed other people selling their 
artw(»1c and thought he might give 
it a try. too.

I 
told my first work in college, and 
my imfessor told me that I 
possibly had a future in this.

"I've never really had any 
formal training," he said. "I've

Romano's work garnered local 
appeal beginning around 1980.

Worrell 1000 International 
catamaran race began popping up 
on local walls. 

In 1988. he packed his duffel 
bag and headed for Maui, 
Hawaii, where Romano lived for 
five years.

medical problems," Smith 
said, and the club membn^ 
decided to make them "our 
honorary prince and princess."

VanNostrand, who worics 
at the market, stays there all 
night on nights before her day 
off to make the piet and 
working all day, dien prq»ring 
pies all night makes fcv a l(mg 
shift, she said. 

It takes eight w 10 all-night 
stands and 500 pounds of flour 
to make enough fried pies for 
12,000 people, "and I swear 
every year I'll never do it 
again," VanNostrand said. 

"But I enjoy making them," 
she said. She's been baking fa 
years, she added, and probably 
learned to make the pies from 
hei motho-. She also bakes die 
cookies and many of the other 
baked goods sold at die market 

Meanwhile. Cassie 
Hutchinson, who knows that 
you have to break s(mie eggs in 
ordtt to make a moist poori 
cake, has gone through about 
600 eggs fw diis year's festival. 



She also bakes peach bread, 
and she said that she's been 
taking for about two or diree 
mondis. 

She was watching ha 
grandchildren while haidng one 
recent day, but she lock a few 
minutes off to explain a little 
about the process. 
- "Hie c^ces have to bake for 
QTO hour ffiid 20 minutes, and I 
usually bake four a day. 
although sometimes I do 
more," she said. 

Each cake requires o^c half 
pound of butter, oiM-half pound 
of Crisco, and six eggs. She 
adopted this recipe from a 
recipe she found for pineapple 
pound cake, she said. 

Hutchinsoil has also 
baked 101 loaves of peach 
bread, and she's been prepaiing 
poi»icles from die peach juice. 
"This is the first year I've done 
that, it's new this year." she 
said. "But I made tlMS pies until 
last year, when I got sick and 
couldn't do it anymore." 
Regular peach pies are also 
sold at die festival in Mfclition 
to VanNostnnd's frkd pi^. 

Hutchinson admits diat she 
gets a little help with die 
baking from her husband. 
Royal, who's a longtime 
Ruritan and who also works at 
the festival. Putting the event 
together requim a lot of time 
for this small group, the 
Hutchinsons and Smith said. 

"We're so small. Smidi said, 
"diere are only 20 members in 
the Rurittns. With so few 
pet^le, dioe's so much to be 
done." 

Smith, co-chairman Joel 
Long and odier club members 
started organizing the event in 
January "and that was too 
late," Smidi said. "I tiavk diat 
as soon as mie festival is ovo- 
we need to start organizing die 
next one, because diere's too 
much ta be done in too short a 
time."

Guard places in largest 
U.S. wheelchair event 



Carol Tane "Misty" Guard, a 
disabled Navy veteran from 
Virginia Beach competed in the 
18th National Veterans Whedchair 
Games held this month in 
Pittsburgh. 

The Held of more than 600 
athletes from 40 states, Puoto 
Rico and Great Britain malces this 
the largest annual wheelchair spctts 
event in the United States. All 
athletes are military veterans who 
use wheelchairs due to spinal oonl 
impairment, certain neurotogical 
conditions, orthopedic amputations 
or otho' disabilities. 

Guard, 46, is a paraptegic. 

She won medals in sevoal 
events: air guns squad with 
assistance), gold; field • discus, 
silvo-; field - javelin, bronze; field - 
shot, silver; and slalom (motorized, 
hand control), gold. 

"As an accomplished wOTld class 
athlete and national recofd holder in 
airguns, 1 come to the games to 
encourage new athletes to iatep 
reaching beyond themselves," said 



Guard. "The wheelchair is only a 
means of mobility. They are still 
capable of great things." 

Athletes compete within duee 
divisions — masters (over age 40), 
open and novice (first-time 
competitors in wheelchair sports). 
They also compete within classes 
according to the level of their 
physical ability, with three 
quadriplegic-level classes (lA, IB 
and IC), and four par!q}legic-level 
or amputee classes (II, III, IV and 
V). Guard competed as a Class II in 
the Open Division. 

The games are presented by the 
U.S. Department of Veterans 
Affairs and the Paralyzed Veterans 
of Amoicaand are hosted Uiis yesr 
by the VA Pittsburgh healthcare 
System. Funded with the help of a 
host of corporations and service 
organizations, the event is a 
showcase for the lemaikable 
athletic abilities and personal 
achievements of the nation's 
disabled vetoans.

Local man leading efforts Fair at the

The estimated 155,000 vetraais 
who live in Hampton Roads and on 
the Peninsula find it a good place 
to live. 

However, death is anotho stmy. 

CurrenUy, the closest veterans' 
cemetery is roughly two to two and 
a half hours away in Amelia 
County. 

But if a current study being made 
by the Virginia Department Of 
Veterans' Affairs at the request of 
the Virginia General Assembly is 
successful, local veterans and dieir 
families may be able to bury dieir 
dead in a veterans' cemetery ctoser 
at hand — perhaps as close as 
Suffolk or Isle of Wight. Thereare 
also national cemeteries in Virginia 
but there are none nearby widi 
space. 

Currently the department is 
coordinating its efforts with die 
Hampum Roads Veterans Cemetery 
Committee, a private vetosms' 
group, which has been formed to 
solicit support and is assisting in 
t)» location of suitable land, which 
shodd be betweoi 50 acres and 1(X) 
acres with a wato^ table of ten feet 

Chesapeake resident Al Horton, 
co-chairman of the Cemetery 
Committee, explained that due to 
the high wato* tables, areas such as 
Chesapeake and Virginia Beach 
have had to be ruled ouL 

"Right now we are looking at 
land over in die Suffolk area," sakl 
Horton. "Isle of Wight is not ruled 
out." 

Horton and the committee have 
been the prime movers for die

project, soliciting the special 
support of U.S. Sen. John Warner 
and State Sen. Randy Forbes. Ada 
hearing about the problem from 
Horton, Warner talked to die 

Veterans Administration and found 
that the federal agency was 
intoesied in working together with 
the state of Virginia to place a 
cemetery nearer the local veterans. 
Forbes patroned Senate Joint 
Resolution 111 authorizing die 
study. 

Horton and his other co-chairman 
Edward O'Neal and other members 
of the committee have togedier and 
separately contacted a large variety 
of veterans groups and received die 
written support of both die 
Republican City Committees of 
Noifolk and Chesapcdx. 

Horton explained that die 
organization is not seeking for 
money but for support for Uieir 
cause by sending letters, faxes and 
telephone calls to lobby state 
senators and delegates for die 
veterans' cemetery.

He personally sent out 140 faxes 
individually to each membo' of die 
senate and die house asking dieir 
vote for die cemetery. 

"The response was impressive," 
he said. 

Horton said that the costs for 
families definitely make die 
Amelia location a less desirable 
cemetery for local veterans. To 
transfer die corpse of a veteran or 
spouse to Amelia die costs amount 
to $150 and do not include any 
oth^ sovices such as die carrying 
of the fiowers or taking the family. 
Unremarried widows of veterans 
can also be buried with dieir 
husbands, compounding the issue 
of the length of time and costs 
required. 

The difficulty for family 
members in the Tidewater area to 
visit the graves of dieir loved ones 
is significant. "It would seem diat 
the families who wish to go visit 
should be able to go more often," 
he said. "On special days like 
Memcmal Day it could be a central 
point." 

G. Stuart Tyler, an Army 
veteran, said that the di^ance 
involved could take as much as a 
day out of a family's busy schedule 
when coundng time out for food 
and visits to graves. 

"Amelia is so far removed fiom 
the Hampton Roads »ea where die 



greatest number of veterans have 
lived arKl saved," he said. "Family 
members would want to oijoy 
going to the last resting place of 
their loved ones." 

Paul McFarland. supointendntt 
of die Virginia Veterans Cemetery 
in Amelia, has been appointed to 
conduct the study and will use 
demogn^hks and statistical data to 
determine need. He is curroidy 
seeking to identify potential sites 
for lecommendadon of the purchase 
of a site to the Genial Assembly. 

Contacted in Amelia, McFailand 
listed considerations besides ^jace 
and water table such as access off 
main roads and the availability oi 
the appropriate utilities. 

"With die study I h<^ to detail 
the need," he said. He admitted diat 
he would also consider locations as 
far away as Soudiamptm County. 

He hopes diat the state will be 
able to start within two or diree 
years. 

"However, a lot of that is up to 
the state legislature," he said. 
"They will have to approve die 
purchase and construction and die 
money for diat"

It has two clear |»tehes ot 
CJBlilage idKwt two inches long on each 
side of its nose. ITie animal was a young 
male about the size of a dinner plate. He 
appeared (o be quite content as he proudly 
swam back and forth in a large plastic 
pan.

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PLATING IT COOL 

Summer heat 

An old sa3rlng goes. "When there's nothing 
else to talk about, there's always the 
weather." This summer, though, the weather 
Is the news. It has made national headlines In 
the past few weeks as the thermometer in 
many parts of the country has risen to more 
than 100 degrees with heat Indexes even 
higher. 

Hampton Roads is no exception. 

Across southern and southwestern states, 
many people — especially the elderly — have 
died. 

Common sense says to stay in a cool, air- 
conditioned place during such weather. But 
that may not always be possible. 

Become aware of the problems associated 
with intense heat and what to do if It becomes 
overwhelming. 

One common side effect of such hot weather 
Is heat exhaustion. This happens when the 
body cannot sweat enough to cool off. It 
typically happens when working or 
exercising. 

Symptoms heat exhaustion Include fatigue, 
weakness, dizziness or nausea. Also, cool, 
clammy, pale, red or flushed skin. 

Heat exhaustion can lead to heat stroke, 
which requires emergency treatment. Heat 
stroke occurs when the body stops sweating, 
but temperatures continue to rise, often to 
105 degrees or higher. 

S)miptoms of heat stroke Include confusion, 
delirium or unconsciousness. They also 
include hot, dry, red or flushed skin. 

Local health departments suggest the 
following tips for the prevention of heat 
exhaustion and heat stroke: 

■ Avoid strenuous outdoor physical activity 
during the hottest part of the day. 

■ Wear loose-fitting, light-colored clothing 
to reflect the sun. 

■ Avoid sudden changes of temperature. Air 
out a hot car before getting into it. 

■ Drink up to 10 glasses of water per day. 
Drink more if working or exercising. 

■ If exercising strenuously, drink more 
liquid than thirst seems to require. 

■ If feeling the symptoms of heat 
exhaustion, get out of the sun to a cool spot 
and drink lots of cool water, a little at a time. 
If feeling nauseated or dizzy, lie down. 

■ Sponge the body with cool water using 
cold, wet clothes all over, or take a cool water 
bath. 

■ If there are signs of a heat stroke 
occurring, call 911 or go to the emergency 
room. Work fast to lower the temperature and 
seek immediate help if any symptoms of heat 
stroke appear. 

It's summer and it's hot, so remember to 
cool it!

Judge bashing endangers American justice

Lately it seems there have been a 
spate of media attacks on judges 
voiced by people who criticize the 
judicial system to make their own 
political statements. 

Many well-known politicians 
blame judges for the ills of society. 
Why? Because judges are easy 
targets, often because they do their 
difficult job of resolving disputes 
fairly and impartially in full view 
of the public. We all know that 
when law suits are tried in the 
court, there are happy winners and 
unhappy losers. Often these loso^ 
claim their "loss" was the result of 
the judge's political views. 

Many of these criticisms avoid 
the real issue, which should be 
carefully examined, and become 
unfair, often harsh, criticisms. We 
sometimes call these accusations 
"cheap shots." 

In today's charged political 
atmosphere a judge may be unfairly 
criticized because the accuser has 
focused on a single political issue 
and does not like a decision the 
judge has made. Many times, these 
judicial decisions have been made 
when the judge is called on to 
interpret vague provisions of laws 
enacted by the Congress and state 
legislatures and the critic disagrees 
with the interpretation given to the 
vague law by the judge. 

The American public is not to be 
trifled with when it comes to unfair 
criticism. They can see through the 
objective of the critic. Amoicans, 
nationwide, trust the courts, 
understanding that the fMBuling 
fathers set up a system of "checks 
and balances" in order to assure that 
thete would be a non-political third 
branch in our government to 
balance the power of the political 
branches — the legislative and the 
executive. In doing so, they 
acknowledged that the judkid 
system would be particularty 
vulnerable to political attacks fitxn 
critics inside the government and 
outside. The founding fathers were 



confident that the judicial system 
could and would survive and 
flourish. 

The power of the state and federal 
courts, established by 
constitutions, has earned tte 
respect and support of Americans 
who understand that many difficult 
and controversial matters must be 
decided in a politically impartial 
manner. The decisions are often 
naturally controversial because the 
legal principles upon when they are 
made flow directly from the 
constitutions themselves, and 
constitutions are written in order to 
survive politically turbulent times. 

The American people understand 
that our system of democratk 
governance, with its independent 
courts, is miK;h-admired around the 
world and that many new emerging 
democracies are modeling their 
court systems after our system. 

Public servants, including 
judges, should not be ^ve 
criticism. Their decisions should foe 
analyzed, within the judicial 
system and without, to ensure 
fairness and impartiality. Judges' 
conduct should faithfully and 
invariably be guided by the 
requirements of ethics and those of 
the law. Judge's work product 
should always be professional and 
accessible. 

Criticisms should be fredy 
expressed by citizens who disapee 
and dissent and have opinions (tf 
their own to express. But criticism 
^lould be based on the actual facts 
and fairly acklress the Uue issues. 

Oftentimes the attack is blatant 
political posturing based on 
misrepresentation of fact. 

American has about 50,000 
federal, state and local trial aid 
appellate judges. The judiciary 
becomes involved in a case only 
because there is an unresolved 
dispute and a law suit results. 
Unlike the legislative and executive 
branches of government, judges in 
all situations must make a decision 
di^sing of the dispute. We rarely 
hear about the millions of cases 



where the litigants are satisfied 
with die result and society's best 
interests are so^'ed. 

Judges do not work in a vacuum. 
There are a number of systemic 
checks over judges that guarantee 
the correctness of decisions and the 
integrity of our constitutional 
system. 

The judicial disciplinary 
processes, both state and federal, 
function to ensure that judges act 
in accordance with existing legal 
and ethical standards. The judicial 
selection and tenure processes 
provide other effective 
accountability of the judges to the 
citizens. These checks help assure 
all of us that the judicial process is 
fair and impartial, without 
involving the courts in partisan 
political activity. 

The characterization of a judge as 
"the worst" or the decision of a 
judge as "stupid" seems most often 
to relate to a decision in a 
particular case with which the 
critics disagrees. So if a critic 
favors the death penalty, then any 
other decision draws the anger of 
the critic and a harsh and unfair 
description of the judge. 

A judge's responsibility is to 
handle all phases of the court's 
business, including trial, in a &ir 
and impartial fashion. Judges must 
be guided, not by political 
partisanship, but by the law and 
the Constitution. All of us want, 
aid slK}ubl demand, nothing tess. 

Our responsibility as citizens in 
evaluating and critiquing a judge's 
'performance should be ecpilly 
objective — has the judge, in a &k 
and impartial fashion, (tealt with 
the legal matters befcne tiie court in 
a competent and professional 
fashi(Mi? If not, then criticism is 
approiH'iate and the judge should 
expect to answer for conduct which 
did not meet society's standards.

Nine F/A-18 Hwnet fleet squad- 
rons and a large training squadron are 
being relocated to NAS Oceana. The 
first two F/A-18 Hornet squiKlrons 
are expected to arrive in early De- 
conber with the other squadrons fol- 
lowing in April and May of next year 
with the bulk arriving during sum- 
mer. The economic impact for the 
city will be $201 million with a sec- 
ondary impact of 1-1/2 times that 
amount.

Up close and personal 

'Diane C JacoSson: '^nis fling wp'

Virginia Beach is far removed from the 
Orient, but Diane C. Jacobson captures its 
ancient mystique each day. 

A traditional Oriental brush painter, the 
Beach native discovered the Eastern art 
several years ago when husband Sidney 
brought home a book on the subject. 

"I've always enjoyed drawing and 
painting." said Jacobson, who has studied 
with internationally-known Oriental painter 
I-Hsiung Ju since 1987. 

"I had been painting with oils. My 
husband was on business in Washington and 
went to a bookstore where they had a 
clearance table. On the table was a book on 
Oriental brush painting, which he brought 
home thinking I'd be interested in. I was 
fortunate enough to find some of the basic 
materials with which to work, got started 
and never went back to oils again." 

A year later Jacobson began taking 
classes in the subject at the Adult Learning 
Center, learning from the book in the 
meantime. It was through the class' teacher 
that Jacobson met her mentor, I-Hsiung Ju, 
professor emeritus at Washington and Lee 
University. 

"Once I got started with the Oriental brush 
painting I never wanted to do anything 
else," said Jacobson. "It's so different from 
Western art. With the oils I didn't like the 
smell or the materials. It took so long to diy. 
In Oriental brush painting the ink that we 
grind has a nice fragrance to it, and it's all 
water soluble so everything goes very 
quickly. Unlike Western watercolors, where 
you can scrub things out, with Oriental or 
one-stroke painting you can't go over it 
because everything shows." 

The papers — delicate rice papers — 
offer a different artist's canvas, too. 
Subjects differ from those in the West as 
well. She said landscapes are the most 
difficult to learn, and Jacobson enjoys 
painting bright florals. Oriental landscapes, 
horses, panda bears, fish and figures. 
Recently she attempted her first nudes. 

Working from a home studio in Great 
Neck, Jacobson was one of the original 
founders of the Virginia Beach Sumi-e 
Society for Oriental brush painters. She also 
teaches a 16-week course in all levels of 
the an to children and adults aged 10 and 
up. 

Jac(^son, who has showed at Faire for the 
Arts and Stockley Gardens, will be 
participating in her first Princess Anne Park 
Art and Craft Festival this weekend. 

The venerable show, now in its 23rd year, 
features artists from many states displaying, 
selling and (temcmstrating their talents in a 
variety of media. "ITie show runs Saturday 
and Sunday, Aug. 1-2, from 10 a.m. to 5 pjn. 
e^h day at Princess Anne Park. 

Another of the artist's interests is 
cultivating Bonsai trees, a skill she 
acquired 20 years ago. 

"I've always been fascinated by Oriental 
things," Jacobson said. 

"I remember the first thing I ever painted 
as a child was a landscape of Mount Fuji 
with a pine branch — something different 
from the other kids. They definitely weren't 
doing Japanese things. Maybe I was 
Oiental in a previous life," she mused. 

Jacobson has paid one visit to the Orient 
to show her work during a traveling tour 
through Japan. Her pieces have been shown 
at the Kitakyushu Municipal Museum in 
Japan, the Charles Sumner Museum in 
Washington, D.C. and the Fine Arts 
Museum of the South.

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History meets learning at Pembrolce l\/lanor House 

Venerable old home finds new 
life as the Ivy League Academy

History, discipline and education 
are inseparable at Ivy League 
Academy in Virginia Beach. 

Quartered in the histc^ 
Pembroke Manor House on 
Constitution Drive beneath ancient 
sycamores and nestled in a quiet 
residential community, Ivy League 
Academy is a peaceful island in the 
mainstream between the ^eady 
flow of traffic on Virginia Beach 
and Indqiendence boulevards. 

The Gewgian structure that iww 
hCHises the academy was built by 
Jonathan Saunders as a residence 
for his family. He completed the 
stately brick mansion in 1764. 

Saunders, one; of the wealthiest 
planters in colonial Tidewater, dd 
not enjoy his flne home for long. 
He died in 1765 and was buried in 
Old Donation churchyard. 

The manor house, owned by R & 
L Child Care Inc., is on the 
National Register of Historical 
Places and the Virginia Register of 
Historic Landmarics. 

Established in 1986, Ivy League 
Academy is operated by Tony and 
Shirley Dimino. Tony functions 
as the school administrator while 
his wife Shiriey serves as the 
school's principal. 

The institution is a 
nondenominational Christian 
preschool and academy. Its 
mission is to combine a sound 
academic foundation in the 
fundamentals of learning with a 
Christian perspective. 

Tony takes pleasure in guiding 
folks around the venerable dd 
place. Although the city says that 
he may charge for tours of the 
building, he almost ncvN does. 

"I've shown it a million times," 
he claims. "I don't charge them. I 
just get into it. I really do. I just 
get so involved in it and I love 
talking about it, especially with 
the people who appreciate the 
history." 

Shirley Dimino is also fascinated 
by the historic environment of the 
old Georgian edifice. 

"I absolutely love it," she says.

"And doing the research is so much 
fun, but — it's so time 
consuming." 

Education is Shirley's first 
priority at Ivy League Academy, 
and discipline is the means to 
achieve scholastic distinction. 

"I believe discipline is the key to 
any good school," she maintains. 

"I honestiy believe that," she 
says, "andUie reason that I believe 
that is a teacher that keeps her class 
under control doesn't waste her 
time disciplining one child." 

The children spend all their time 
learning so they're much further 
ahead because there are no 
discipline problems," Shirley 



explains. "Any school where there 
is discipline, you'll see that the 
children always anive at high 
levels, and where there is no 
discipline, you'll see that the 
children barely know what they 
should know." 

"We have uniforms at Ivy 
League, and the reason for it is so 
there is not a competitive clothing 
attitude in the school," explains 
Tony. 

According to the Diminos, small 
classes, dedicated teachers and a 
sound curriculum have resulted in 
Stanford Achievement Test student 
scores that have averaged two years 
or better above the national average

for grade level. 

Restoring and maintaining a 
historical structure such as 
Pembroke Manor is not m 
inexpensive proposition — 
especially since the academy is not 
eligible for federal or state grants 
because of the integration of 
Christian principles in the 
educational process. 

"We accept no money from the 
state, federal or local governments. 
Because we teach a Christian 
doctrine, tiiey will not help us," 
insists Tony. 

Ivy League Academy does not 
enjoy the tax exempt status that 
church-associated schools embrace. 
The school is supported strictiy by 
tuition and fundr^sing projects. 

"Thne's a lot of woik that now 
needs to be done on this building 
— cosmetic work," Tony notes. 

The back porch needs repair, and 
the doorknobs need attention. It's 
a struggle finding the hardware to 
keep the manor house as authentic 
as possible, but the Diminos 
seems to relish the challenge.

Local alliance working for the future

"The children are our future." 
You may have heard it a few years 
«^o in a rock 'n roll song, but it 
still holds true. 

Yet what will Uiat future be? 
Who can spend time on them? So 
many of tomorrow's adults are 
being raised in single family 
homes or even in intact homes 
where both parents must ^lend 
most of their time and energy on 
work. 

"Half of die kids can't pass die 
LPT (Literacy Passp<Ht}, die test 
neecMto get into high school), 
around here," said Bob B<^ulinski, 
a member of die Caring Adult 
Implementation Group of die 
Soudi Hampton Roads Alliance fisr 
Youdi (SHRAY), a local initiative 
of Genml Colin Powell's National 
Alliance for Youdi. 

The Alliance is a coalition diat is 
housed at VOLUNTEER Hampton 
Roais. 

Meeting as a small group in 
Chesapeake last week, SHRAY 
members were |X«paring for an 
even bigger luncheon to be held at 
the Old Country Buffet/Greentoer 
Aug. 13 — the Mentoring/Tu- 
toring Program Awareness 
Luncheon. 

The event will give SHRAY's 
Caring Adult Task Force an 
o^iortunity to discuss die 
organization and rahancement d 
mentoring programs for at-risk 
youth and recruitment and training 
of volunteers. 



Thanks to the attention given to 
the topic of mentoring after the 
youth summit/alliance such 
programs have become key, and 
diere are now about 300 meniravig 
programs in die area. However, 
there is a need to organize die 
{Hograms into a clearinghouse. 

"Our chiUren need adult 
leadership," Bobulin^ oxitinued. 
His or^ization is Peking to set 
up a clearinghouse of 
mentoring/tutoring wganizations 
and individuals to connect widi 
young people and try to insiffc to 
help diem get ot stay on track. 

SHRAY also wants to set up a 
quarteriy newsletter for menKxs and 
tutors, a booklet of avaUable 
services, as well as to set up a 
regional resource library, a 
guidebook, activities and a training 
schedule. Identification aid 
recruitment of additional individual 
or organizations of mentors aid 
tutois is also an important goal. 

Without adult guidance, many 
chiMren are "at risk" <rf getting into 
trouble these days. A good 
mentoring program to try to 
counteract the dangers of peer 
pressure and reinforce die care erf 
loving parents is dw cl<«est Urn 
anyone can come to a ^laaMee 
diese days diat children will each 
on to die imptatance of staying out 
of trouble. 

In diese days parents can ik) 
longer put their reliance cm 
environmental protectiiHis siKh k 
coming from a good family ari 
living in a good ndghbcxhood 



Chances for the less economk:ally 
or socially endowed look even less 
positive. 

But with the help of caring 
moitors, die young people's risk of 
getting diemselves into any of die 
various forms of available trouble 
decreases. 

"We determined early on that Big 
Brodien;/Big Sisters has die most 
experience in screening," sakl 
Kevin Pearce, who as a 
representative of diat organizaticMi 
had chosen to involve himself in 
SHRAY. 

"They (Big Brodiers/Big Sisters) 
do the best job of screening fix 
mentors." He added that many 
smaller groups do not have die. 
resources to do as diorough a job. 

Barbara Henriques, the youth 
services coordinator and family 
advocate from the Office <rf 
Intergovernmental Affairs of Youth 
and Family Sffvices, is one of die 
participants in SHRAY. Thanks to 
her database of information 
referrals, she can provide service 
linkages to f^rents seeking help. 

"Every kid has problems widi 
subjects." she said. Parents can call 
her and she will provide die link-up 
information for the mentor or 
mentoring CH-ganization of name, 
address, hours of op&ratioa, die fee, 
the contact person and the 
descripdcm of die service.

It was the smell of the dirt, tte 
glare of the lights, the healed 
competition and, most of all, 
personal conviction that inspired 
two baseball veterans to design a 
baseball camp to mold young 
players into skilled, jxincipled 
adults. 

Gary Lavelle. former Major 
League pitcher and current teiseball 
coach for Chesapeake's Greenhier 
Christian Academy, first defeated 
his time to the game. But he now 
dedicates his life to instilling 
Christian principles in the players 
he coaches. 

He and Towny Townsend, also a 
baseball coach and former player, 
started Diamond Builders, an 
organization offering sport camps 
and clinics teaching the basics of 
the game and principles to help 
players through life. 

"My goal is to instill Gocfly 
character principles into our 
campers and each player that comes 
into our paths," said Lavelle, a 
Virginia Beach resident 

Although both Christians, 
Lavelle andTownwnd do not run a 
religious camp. They instill 
principles of commitment, 
dedication, integrity, loyalty, 
discipline, teamwork, patience, 
perseverance and sportsmanship. 

During each day of their baseball 
camps held throughout the year.

"We incorporate character 
principles into the game so they

Day camps last one week from 8 
a.m. to noon, and night camps 
from 6 p.m. to 9 p.m. In such a 
short time, campers leave with 
impressive playing skills and 
ouUook. 

"We Stress the fundamentals," 
Townsend said.'The game brings 
out character flaws, being in 
competition and under stress."

that baseball is not just a game, it 
is a test of principle. The game 
although competitive, can teach 
players Christian views and not 
just how to win. 

"Christian principles becone, 
when applied to life, become 
reality," Lavelle said. 'You don't 
have to be a Christian, but 
everyone should exert these 
qualities. They benefit the 
individual and people around them. 
It's like a disease, other kids will 
catch it. I believe sports is the way 
to reach this generation — to get 
someone to stand in the gap and 
instill good character. Kids have 
seen enough of the other side." 

Goals of Diamond Builders 
include to becoming the premier 
athletic training organization in the 
country and providing unequaled 
opportunities to develop athletic 
skill and character. 

The program strives to positively 
impact American culture by 
producing highly skilled athletes 
with courageous character — 
character that fosters teamwwk. 




encourages excellence and exudes 
moral conviction. 

In today's society, Lavelle and 
Townsend face many barriers, but 
seem to hurl over them almost 
effortlessly. 

"We give kids what they don't 
get from television, school, parents 
or giiardians," Townsend said. "We 
were tired of seeing what's 
happening to today's youth it 



needed to change." 

Both Lavelle and Townsaid 
pursued baseball careers befoe 
becoming coaches and teachers. 

They led different and separate 
lives until, as Townsend said, "God 
brought us together."

"The trout, spot and king fish aie 
food for the dolphins," Eliassen 
explained. 

The net also brought in variety 
of small things that suggest a 
healthy community including, 
plankton, eel grass, sand dollars 
and crabs. 

The staff had brought along 
small aquariums for the specimens 
to be quickly transported to. The 
aquariums were equipped with 
aeratCTS to ix'ovide oxygen, and the 
specimens were watched closely for 
any signs of distress. 

After the visitors had the 
opportunity to examine the 
specimens, most of the animals 
were released back into the ocean. 
Some were taken back to Virginia 
Marine Science Museum to 
become part of its exhibits. The 
young skate and the fish were 
reUimed to the ocean. 

In addition to the ocean 
collections of the day, the staff also 
brought along a knobbed whelk (a 
sea shell creature), a spider crab and 
a horseshoe crab for people to 
examine. 

The spider crab was a favwiie 
among the children. The critic 
lodced like a big green spider with 
crab legs. But, it was pretty 
friendly and the children enjoyed 
holding it. 

EvMyone seemed to know what a 
horseshoe crab was, but they dkln't 
know the female can grow to be 
the size as big metal trash can lid. 

Kensey Wheeler, a 9-year-okl 
from Virginia Beach, wanted to 
examine everything. She was 
attending Camp Virginia Marine 
Science and the children went on 
the ocean tour that day. 

"I really liked it," she said of the 
adventure. "Riding the boat was 
the best part."
